There has been a quietness noticed in the 
trades represented by this paper the past week, 
due tothe intervention of a holiday and the 
near approach of the end of the year.

THE TAX ON ALCOHOL. 


The Secretary of the Treasury, in his 
annual report makes a most sensible 
recommendation in his advice that the 
tax on alcohol used in the manufact- 
ures and arts be reduced or altogether 
removed. The Secretary is evidently 
in favor of allowing alcohol to be used 
for manufacturing purposes by the 
addition of wood alcohol, and in this 
connection he says: ‘It would not be 
difficult to protect from pretended and 
fraudulent use of such a relaxation of 
the law. There isa method by which 
spirits are made unacceptable for other 
purposes; by ‘methylating’ them, which 
is the using of a chemical substance 
with them, whereby they become dis- 
tasteful. There is a scientific process 
which will eliminate the methyl, but so 
prolix and costly as to be practically 
of no use; and besides, it is a process 
of distillation which could easily be put 
under the laws and regulations now 
existing for the supervision of that 
business.” We believe it would be just 
as safe to allow pure alcohol to be used 
for manufacturing purposes, under 
proper restrictions, but we can scarcely 
expect Congress to at once remove the 
entire duty and would therefore be glad 
to accept the proposition of the Secre- 
tary. But this mixture of wood alco- 
hol with grain spirit is not applicable 


kind could not be used. It would be 
better, therefore, to reduce the tax, to, 
say fifty cents per proof gallon, on all 
grain alcohol sold as such and make a 
distinction on that used for purely tech- 
nical or manufacturing purposes, allow- 
ing such use without the payment of 
any tax. Itis estimated that subject 
to the present tax, there are used in 
the arts and manufactures 4,269,978 
gallons of alcohol annually, bringing a 
revenue of $3,842,980, and if the tax 
were reduced to fifty cents per gallon, 
there would be used 5,297,224 gallons 
annually, on which, the revenue would 
be $2,648,612, which as our revenue is 
larger than is needed to conduct the 
affairs of the government, would be a 
judicious reduction of the burdens of 
the people. It is estimated that with 
no tax on alcohol the amount used for 
manufacturing and chemieal purposes 
would amount to about 7,500,000 gal- 
lons, which would in the increased 
business compensate for the reduction 
in income to the government. Not 
only would there be an increase in the 
business of distilling alcohol, but other 
industries which are now hampered 
and are at a disadvantage with foreign 
manufacturers, would be stimulated. 
Aleohol on which our citizens have to 
pay a tax of $1.70 per gallon is exported 
and costs the foreign buyer only about 
forty cents per gallon, and asit is large- 
ly used in the manufacture of articles 
on which there is no tariff, or only a 
small duty is charged, it is readily seen 
that this excessive tax on grain alcohol 
amounts to a discrimination against 
our citizens and helps the competition 
of foreign manufacturers with those of 
this country. Were the tax reduced to 
fifty cents per gallon for all but manu- 
facturing purposes, and for the latter a 
mixture of grain and wood alcohol be 
allowed free of any tax, the relief would 
stimulate the industries affected and 
the revenue to the government be re- 
duced to only a limited extent owing 
to the largely increased consumption. 
Before the tax was put on alcohol large 
quantities were used for burning in 
lamps for special purposes and this 
would again be the case should the tax 
be removed. At present the distillers 
are making only one quarter of the 
amount of their full capacity, and were 
it not for the profits derived from fat- 
tening cattle in the spent grain, alcohol 
could not be manufactured in this 
country at a price that would admit of 
its use for manufacturing and technical 
purposes. We trust Congress will take 
up this matter at an early day and give 
some measure of relief to manufactur- 
ers by allowing the use of grain spirit 
to which has been added ten per cent. 
of wood alcohol, free of all tax and re- 
duce the tax on pure grain alcohol to 
fifty cents per gallon. This is the proper 
time to agitate a reform and those most 
largely interested should take steps to 
bring the matter properly before Con- 
gress and also before individual mem- 
bers of that body, so that when the 
question comes up for action it will not 
be lost by reason of lack of effort or 
full information relating to the present 
pernicious taxation and the benefits 
that will accrue through the adoption 
of the proposed reform,

THE OUTLOOK FOR GUM ARABIC, 


In the spring of the current year, 
when the doings of the False Prophet 
in Egypt, began to take definite shape, 
we published an article on gum arabic, 
which was rather in favor of a higher 
range of values. Since then there has 
been only a slight advance on the 
picked grades, but that on sorts has 
been nearly fifty per cent. Two causes 
are assigned by dealers to the discrep- 
ancy between the two qualities. The 
first one is that when there is any out- 
side influence brought to bear on the 
gum warket, sorts are affected much 


= 


‘sooner than picked. The,second is 


when the prices of picked and sorts are 
low, there is more demand for the lat- 
ter than for the former. They are ap- 
parently borne out in their conclusions 
by the course the market has taken for 
some time back. It will be remembered 
that the call until quite recently, has 
been mostly for the sorts, but now that 
the price has advanced out of all pro- 
portion to those of picked, there is only 
a fair demand for them, dealers turning 
their attention to the medium and low- 
er grades of picked, as a more profita- 
ble purchase and which answer their 
purposes fully as well as the sorts. The 
effect of this is noticeable in the mar- 
ket, the grades above mentioned hav- 
ing lately been advancing more pro- 
portionately than the higher grades. 
Now that affairs abroad have assumed 
a serious aspect, and that no gum has 
come from the source of supply since 
the troubles commenced, it is thought 
by some parties that the near future 
will see materially higher figures. From 
late Trieste advices by cable the stock 
of sorts to pick from has been entirely 
exhausted, and if London reports for 
the past six months are to be relied 
upon, the stock of sorts in that market 
has been largely drawn upon by Trieste 
pickers, they having taken all the good 
qualities obtainable. The stock of 
sorts in Cairo is also reported as very 
small, and held off the market. Of 
picked, very little is offering from Tri- 
este. As to the stock here no figures 
are given, but it is not thought to be 
large, as consumers have been purchas- 
ing largely for some time back, in an- 
ticipation of higher prices, and consid- 
erable business is being done with them 
at the moment, to meet the require- 
ments of the next two or three months 
which are said to cover their active 


season. 


THE DUTY ON NITRO BENZOLE. 


After a delay of over three months 
the Secretary of the Treasury has at 
length rendered his decision as to the 
amount of duty which should properly 
be assessed on importations of nitro 
benzole, or oil of myrbane. It will be 
remembered that the customs authori- 
ties here assessed the duty at the rate 
of ten cents per pound on the ground 
that the article was specially provided 
for in the act of February 8, 1875, com- 
monly known as the “ the little tariff 
law,” and which the authorities here 
claimed was still in force. We have 
contended, and we believe have con- 
clusively proved that the act of Feb- 
ruary 8, 1875, was repealed by the later 
tariff act of March 3, 1883, and that 
under the provisions of this later act 
duty on nitro benzole should be ass- 
essed at the rate of twenty per cent. 
ad valorem, under paragraph 83, which 
provides that “all preparations of 
coal tar, not colors or dye, not special- 
ly enumerated or provided for in this 
act, twenty per cent ad valorum.” 
The Secretary of the Treasury makes 
no mention whether ‘‘the little tariff 
act” is still to be considered in force, 
but says that the new tariff covers the 
same general subject in regard to pro- 
ducts of coal tar as the former tariffs, 
and hence he holds that the new tariff, 
in this respect, repeals the old, and 
that therefore nitro benzole is dutiable 
at the rate of twenty per cent. ad val- 
orum as provided in paragraph 83, 
schedule A, of the act of March 3, 18838. 
The entries on which duties have been 
paid under protest will therefore be 
reliquidated and the excess of duty 
paid be refunded to the importers. 

We are pleased to announce this de- 
cision, not so much because it is in 
accordance with our expressed views, 
but because the uncertainty as to what 
would be the result of the appeal has 
been a great hindrance to business, and 
had the decision been adverse to the 
importers they would have been sub- 
jected to a heavy loss on sales made 
based on our interpretation of the law, 
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Even with the decision in favor of the 
importers this protracted, and seem- 
ingly unnecessary, delay in rendering 
the final decision has caused consider- 
able expense and loss of trade which 
should have been avoided on so plain 
a case as this. Some provision should 
be made to prevent expense in cases of 
this kind, and merchants should be 
able to obtain a decision upon dis- 
puted tariff questions without so much 
delay. Itis to be regretted that the 
Secretary of the Treasury did not put 
himself on record as being of the be- 
lief that the tariff act of March 3, 1883, 
repeals that of February 8, 1875, in its 
entirety, as several other articles are 
still held to be governed by its provi- 
sions, and such an expression would 
have settled the differences in opinion. 
We doubt, however, that any of the 
clauses of “‘the little tariff act” affecting 
the chemical,dye or drug interests, will 
be held to be still in force,and this latest 
decision will go a good way in modify- 
ing the views of collectors holding ad- 
verse opinions.

THE POSITION OF CUBEBS. 
When cubeb berries advanced te one 
dollar per pound the latter part of the 
summer, an article appeared in these 
eolumns in which it was stated that an 
advance to two dollars per pound was 
thought to be among the possibilities. 
The market did not immediately bear 
out the most sanguine expectations of 
some parties, but on the contrary 
dropped off to about the figures ruling 
before the advance, owing to the ap- 
pearance on this market of some lots 
which had been offering from abroad. 
Taese lots were not lost sight of by 
those who had estimated the probabili- 
ties of an advance, but they were not 
regarded as a depressing element be- 
cause of the worthless character of a 
large portion of them, a fact which we 
stated at the time. Notwithstanding 
this the effect of the first imports of the 
Amsterdam stock was to cause a tem- 
porary break in price here. Our state- 
ments of the quality of the berries have 
been borne out, however, by the tact 
that of 465 bags imported since we 
wrote, 190 bags have already been re- 
jected by the importers and re-export- 
ed. Following this move the market 
again steadily gained strength and as 
our reports have shown the highest ex- 
pectations of the trade as expressed to 
us were realized last week when the 
principal holder placed his price at $2, 
and this would be asked by other hold- 
ers for a lot of ten bags or more, while 
a single bag is sold as low as $1.25, As 
to the future of the article, the condi- 
tions all continue favorabie to still 
higher prices. There are no stocks 
abroad, as is evidenced by the fact that 
inquiries have been received here from 
London, while that held here is very 
light, and mostly in one hand. Further- 
more,as we stated previously, the pros- 
pect of supplies being received from 
the producing countries seems to be too 
remote to merit consideration at this 
time. It would appear that the ad- 
vanced price must necessarily curtail 
the consumption of cubebs, but this 
fact does not shake the confidence of 
the more confident holders who aver 
that it is absolutely necessary to reduce 
consumption materially to prevent a 
famine. We are not inclined to indulge 
in any predictions as to the future 
course of values, except that to procure 
any considerable quantity of berries it 
will doubtless be necessary to pay much 
more than $2 even if they could be ob- 
tained at any reasonable price. Wheth- 
er the price for current supplies will be 
squeezed above that figure there is at 
present nothing to indicate, though the 
holders might with as much ease wain- 
tain $10 as $2, if they chose to take ad- 
vantage of their position.

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QUICKSILVER. 


Now that the tariff law is being dis- 
cussed and very likely soon be brought 
before Congress for revision or at least 
modification in particular items, the 
California producers of quicksilver are 
agitating and earnestly advocating an 
increase in the import duty on that 
article to twenty-five per cent. ad val- 
orem. The principal argument in 
favor of the increase brought forward 
is the low price at which the article is 
now selling, which is claimed barely 
pays the cost of production, and that 
ten per cent. ad valorem is not a pro- 
per protection as it does not represent 
the difference in the cost of labor in 
California and Spain. It is also as- 
serted that the Spanish product is sup- 
planting the California quicksilver in 
foreign markets and that unless the 
native mineral is protected in the home 
markets the industry will be seriously 
crippled. Not one of these arguments 
is sound, and none except the one re- 
ferring to the difference in the cost of 
labor is true. Before the imposition 
of the duty of ten per cent. ad valorem 
last July, the price of quicksilver in 
this market ranged from thirty-nine to 
forty-two cents per pound, but since 
the duty has been on the average price 
has been thirty-six cents. The cost of 
production in Spain has been de- 
creased, as with the duty it would now 
cost about thirty-six and one half cents 
per pound to import and the California 
producers are therefore protected to 
the full extent of the amount of duty. 
If it costs more to produce quicksilver 
in California than it did formerly there 
must be some cause for the same which 
is not apparent and which the advo- 
cates of an increased duty have not 
made public. The exports of quick- 
silver to China in 1882 amounted to 
32,871 flasks, and during the first eleven 
months of the present year there were 
shipped to China and Japan 16,081 
flasks and to Mexico 9,389 flasks. The 
exports to other countries show about 
he same proportions, which proves 
the claim that our foreign trade is 
being interfered with to be without 
foundation. The total exports for the 
past eleven months amount to 27,000 
flasks which certainly shows no falling 
off in the amount exported. On the 
other hand the production in Cali- 
fornia shows a falling off, and to this 
must be attributed any reduction in 
profi's, if any there has been. The 
production of the California mines in 
1880 was 59,926 flasks, in 1881, 60,851 
flasks, in 1882, 52,782 flasks, and for the 
first six months of the present year 
22,740 flasks. The reason of the falling 
off in the demand from this market 
since last July is attributable to the 
large importations from Spain during 
the months May and June last in an- 
ticipation of a considerable increase in 
price here consequ2ut upon the impo- 
sition ofa duty. During the five years 
prior to the imposition of a duty on 
foreign quicksilver the production in 
California steadily increased, and it 
would seem that since the duty was 
put on the production had been de- 
creased in order to prevent over pro- 
duction and consequent decline in 
values, though this we do not allege, 
as the falling off may be explicable in 
a manner more favorable to the argu- 
ments of producers pleading for an in- 
crease of duty. So long as we havea 
duty of ten per cent. ad valorem the 
producers in California will be able to 
realize just so much more for their 
product than the Spanish miners, and 
they have a practical monopoly of the 
Chinese, Japanese and Mexican markets 
by reason of their more favorable geo- 
graphical position. Some better argu- 
ments will have to be brought for- 
ward to convince the people tbat an 
increase of duty is necersary to keep 
this industry from being seriously in- 
jared, andit will require strong proofs 
of such necessity to induce Congress 
to make a change.

$121, 488, an increase for the latter month of 
$115,736.

This trade mark consisted of an elabo- 
rate combination of a fountain surrounded by 
figures and foliage, the name of the perfume 
and the name of the manufacturers, This trade 
mark was registered by the English firm in 
1880 as their property in connection with per- 
fume, Recently a German subject residing in 
Hamburg applied for the registration of a trade 
mark almost identical with that of the English 
firm, the only difference being that the names 
of the manufacturer was changed and that 
Hamburg was substituted for London, This 
mark, the applicant alleged, had been used by 
him since 1869 in Germany and elsewhere. 
Judge Chitty, sitting in the Chancery Division 
of the High Court of Justice, remarked upon 
the close resemblance between the trade marks, 
and said that it might fairly be inferred that 
the later was a copy of the earlier. He held 
that alleged forcign user without any user in 
England could not entitle the applicants for 
ycegistration and je refused their application, 


A gentleman connested with the Window 
Glass Manufacturing Association, from the 
West, in conversation advanced a new solution 
of the difficulty now existing between the mane 
ufacturer and workman. He gaid that in his 
opinion there would be a break inside of six 
weeks, “Both sides are convinced,” said he,

OBITUARY. 


DANA B. SEAVER, 

Last Thursday, intelligence was wired from 
New Haven, Conn., to the effect that Mr. Dana 
B. Seaver of this city had died suddenly at the 
Grand Union Hote), from heart disease. The 
remains were brought here the following day 
and taken to his late residence in Brooklyn, 
where the funeral occurred on Saturday, at- 
tended by many of his associates in the drug 
business.

Broadway. Deceased fully expected to spend 
the holidays with his wife and daughter in 
Brooklyn, when death overtook him while ona 
business tour. Mr. Seaver was in the forty- 
eighth year of his age, and during his business 
career was always held in the highest esteem 
for his many noble traits of character. 
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In Reply to the Acetate of Lime 
Makers. 


NEW York, December 19, 1883, 
Editor, O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

The communication under the head of “An 
Open Letter to Consumers of Acetate ef Lime” 
in your issue of this date calls for a sympathetic 
reply. If the Delaware County manufacturer 
is one of the old established makers, he is en- 
titled to our warmest sympathy; if, on the 
other hand, he should be one of the many who 
have recently embarked in the business, and 
fuils to find it profitable, we can only say it 
serves him right. 

Over production is the curse of manufacture 
in this country, and the acetate of lime makers 
have indulged in it to a large extent. The con- 
sumers of lime, as far as makers of acetic acid 
are concerned, are not in fault; it is simply the 
old matter of supply and demand, Our rural 
friend is laboring under the hallucination that 
the acid makers are profiting largely by their 
misfortunes, in fact, that we are grinding the 
face of the poor. For his enlightenment, we 
would say that it would be to our advantage to 
pay a remunerative price for our lime, provided 
we could be assured of its permanency. The 
large producers of acetic acid are compelled by 
the large consumers to make contracts at a 
stated price covering a year's business, and 
guarantee against a decline. The makers,to do 
this safely and make gure of an adequate sup- 
ply of raw material, are obliged to make con- 
tracts with the lime makers for asimilar period. 
There is no over-production of acetic acid, as 
parties, as a rule, only make a sufficiency to 
supply the demand, but are obliged to have 
plant sufficient to produce a large quantity 
when needed, In order to show that the price 
of acid follows the price of lime, I would state 
that for the year 1881 lime (brown) was con- 
tracted for at 2¢c., and acid was sold on con- 
tract from 3}¢c.to 9340.{In 1882 lime was 2c., and 
acid 34gc. The present year lime 1c, and acid, 
commencing on contract (guaranteed) at 3}4c., 
has gradually declined to 3c. to 2%c, and at 
present 244c. For the coming year 1884 lime has 
been contracted for at Ic, and contracts for 
acid at 244c. We can assure our lime making 
friends there is much more profit to acid 
makers with lime at 24¢c. and acid at 3c. than 
in the present depressed state of things, as all 
else in the manufacture costs as much, except 
the lime, ineach case. Their over-production 
in cheapening lime from ]}¢c. to Ic. has caused 
us a loss of from }¥éc. to 4c. per pound on acid 
fora part of the year’s business. 

The only remedy for lime manufacturers is 
to restrict their output to the needs of the mare 
kgt. When manufacturers and exporters are 
glutted with contracts there is no sale for the 
article, and for an excess over that there is no 
price. “Shake not thy gory locks at me, thou 
cane't not say I did it.”’ 

Your correspondent forgot to mention in his 
wail that he is getting 50 per cent more for his 
wood alcoho] than at this time last year, and 
for his entire manufacture he nets about the 
same now as then. 

ACETIC ACID MANUFACTURER,

We regard the position of the writer of the 
"Open Letter to the Consumers of Acetate of 
Lime” a mistaken one, not sustained by the 
facts in the case, and his argument is illogical. 
The consumers of acetate of lime in this coun- 
try are as arule good firms, and some of them 
are even liberal, 80 far from being engaged in 
bearing" the market, we feel safe in ventur- 
ing the assertion that they;would be glad to see 
the price of this article assume some sort of 
firmness, They have been losers almost with- 
out an exception by the decline, and it is to be 
said in thelr praise that even when the price

has fallen twenty to thirty per cent below the 
price at which they contracted they have with- 
out murmuring fulfilled their contracts to the 
letter and spirit. The present low price of 
acetate of lime has been brought about by 
over-production and a greatly mistaken idea as 
to the amount of this article the world can con- 
sume, As brokers, we have some knowledge 
of the consumers of acetate as well asthe 
makers, and we are fully convinced (to cut the 
matter short) that the present demoralized con- 
dition of the acetate of lime market will con- 
tinue until a strong organization of the makers 
is formed, with the sincere purpose of reducing 
the output of American lime to something like 
areasonable amount, Let the makers who are 
dissatisfied emulate the example of the makers 
of bleaching powder in England.

Then take equal parts of 
best quick-drying Japan and spirits turpentine. 
Place in a clean cup and heat over a slow fire, 
care being taken not to allow it to ignite. 
When hot, mix it gradually with the carmine, 
stirring while mixing, until thin enough to use. 
Let it cool gradually. As it will thicken in the 
process of cooling, add more of the turpentine 
and Japan. Carmine mixed in this way will 
dry over night, and no trouble will be ex- 
perienced in painting the largest surfaces. The 
heat unites the particles in the ingredients, 
and the result obtained is most satisfactory.—

A NEW PROCESS FOR THE MANUFACTURE OF 


GLAUBER’S SALT FREE FROM IRON.—Dry rock 
salt is dissolved in a solution of either natural 
or artificial kieserit, and “ordinary sodic sul 


phate” in “concentrated muriatic acid.’ The 


two solutions are then mixed together, and 
“the whole filtered through a layer of ground 
rock salt.’’ The filtrate is ‘left to cool slowly 


and stand for three days, whereby a portion of 


the sodic sulphate forms crystals entirely free 
from iron.” 





GENUINE PYROLIGNEOUS ACID.—By his ex- 
periments recorded in the Archiv der Pharm- 
acie, G. Vulpius has been led to the conclusion 
that the rectified pyroligneous acid of com- 


merce is usually an artificial product not ob- 


tained by the rectification of crude wood vine- 
gar. Genuine rectified wood vinegar should 
contain at least 6 per cent. of acetic acid, should 
decolorize at least ten times its own bulk of 
permanganate solution, and should become 
considerably darker in tint after a few hours’ 
exposure to sunlight. 





DECOLORIZATION OF CRUDE ROSIN OIL,.—The 
oil to be decolorized is heated in an iron boiler 
over a clear fire until! it has become quite fluid. 
Itisthen drawn off into a wooden vat, fre- 
quently stirred, and 10 lbs. of concentrated sul- 
phuric acid is next added for every 100 lbs. of 
oil. After being allowed to rest 12 to 18 hours 
the oil is drawn off and washed several times 
with hot water, When it is completely freed 
from acid itis dark yellow, and almost inodor- 
ous. Inorderto obtain a bright yellow pro- 
duct, the oil is now mixed with 50 per cent. of 
water, 10 per cent. of soda ash, and 10 per cent. 
of slaked lime, and finally submitted to distilla- 
tion. 





IMPROVEMENTS IN THE MANUFACTURE OF A 
WHITE PIGMENT—T. Griffiths states that in the 
calcination of “sulphide of zinc pigment,” and 
also in that of the pigment consisting of “a 
double precipitate of sulphate of barium, 
strontium, or calcium, and sulphide of zinc,” 
access of air is prejudicial to the color of the 
product. He therefore proposes, not only to 
calcine the bodies in question “in crucibles, or 
in closed furnaces,” but also to first mix them 
with from a quarter to 24 per cent. of “an am- 
moniacal salt that will not easily volatilize,such 
as the sulphate or chloride,” in order that “an 
artificial atmosphere” may be maintained 
“round the material” during its calcination. 


burger separated a liquid boiling at 242 deg. to 
243 deg., and having an analogous composition 
to methylnaphthalene. From its high boiling 
point it was, however, assumed to be beta- 
methylnaphthalene. In other respects it re- 
sembled the alpha modification. P. Boessneck 
has succeeded in preparing this hydrocarbon 
from alpha-naphthyl-acetic acid. For this pur- 
pose the dried acid was intimately mixed with 
three to four parts of pure lime, and distilled 
from a combustion tube. A fine brownish-red 
fluorescent liquid was obtained, which after ex- 
traction with ether was washed with alkali and 
acid. The ethereal solution was then dehy- 
drated, evaporated, and the residue fraction- 
ated. At 230 deg. to 232 deg. a colorless liquid 
came over, which on analysis gave numbers 
corresponding with the formula of alpha-meth- 
ylnaphthalene (C,,11,CH;). The yield was very 
satisfactory. ‘Ten grams alpha-naphthyl-acetic 
acid gave about five grams of the hydrocarbon. 





DETECTION OF CARBON DISULPHIDE,—-M. 
Vitali fills a gasometer with pure hydrogen, 
which he allows to traverse a series of U-tubes, 
filled with fragments of glass or of pumice 
steeped in lead nitrate, silver nitrate, and caus- 
tic potassa. For the same purpose may be used 
fragments of pumice steeped in sulphuric acid 
and in potassium permanganate. The liquid in 
which carbon disulphide is to be sought is in- 
troduced into a three-necked bottle connected 
to a second bottle containing tartar emetic. A 
current of pure hydrogen is made to pass into 
the former, and then into the latter. The by- 
drogen is then conducted into a chloride of 
calcium tube, after which it may be treated 
with reagents, or the products of its combus- 
tion may be examined. In a first trial we re- 
ceive the gas in a few c.c. of an alcoholic solu- 
tion of caustic potassa, to which are afterwards 
added a very small quantity of neutral ammon- 
ium molybdate and a small excess of dilute 
sulphuric acid, If the liquid contains traces of 
carbon disulphide, it takes a rose color, which 
then passes to a: vinous red. Another portion 
of the gas is passed into a small volume of an 
alcoholic solution of lead acetate, to which are 
added a few drops of caustic potassa, and the 
mixture is heated to aboil. If the mixture con- 
tains carbon disulphide, lead sulphide is pro- 
duced, If the quantity of carbon disulphide is 
large it becomes sensible to the smell. ‘The 
flame has a blue center, and gives off the odor 
of burnt sulphur. It decolorizes blue starch 
paper, blue starch paper charged with iodic 
acid produces a yellow sput upon porcelain, 
which, if treated with caustic potassa and then 
with sodium nitro prusside of lead acetate, 
gives the reactions characteristic of the pres- 
ence of sulphur. If a plate of silver is used in- 


stead of porcelain, there appears a black spot 


of silver sulphide, If there are dropped upon 
the porcelain plate,solutions of caustic potassa, 
or lead acetate, cadmium sulphate, antimony 
chloride, or arsenious acid, and the flame is al. 
lowed to spread oyer these points of the plate, 
the characteristic colors of the metallic sul- 
phides appear. If carbon disulphide is mixed 
in more or less considerable quantities with so]- 
id matters, they are divided as finely as possi- 
ble, distilling along with water acidulated with 
sulphuric acid, and the distillate is further ex. 
amined as above. If it is required to detect 
carbon disulphide in lighting-gas, the gaso- 
meter is filled with this gas, and the procegs ig 
conducted as described.—Chem. News.

Drugs and the Tariff. 


Tn last week’s issue of this paper, the views 
of twelve representatives of the chemical trade 
in this city were given on the tariff question, 
and as the intention is to follow the subject up 
until the sentiment of the oil, paint and drug 
trades is voiced in these columns,a reporter in- 
terviewed some of the leading firmsin the drug 
line, but as the space is limited only a few can 
be published atatime. Other drug interviews 
will appear next week. 

Mr. D. C. Robbins, of the firm of McKesson & 
Robbins, said: ‘* I consider a change in our 
tariff system to be important and revision only 
to be a question of time. It should be more 
generally understood than it is, that all sub- 
stances may be divided into two great classes 
which should be known as materials and manu- 
factures. I employ these words in the English 
language as substitutes for the two words 
matieres and fabrications as used in the French 
tariff. These two words express under these 
heads all those substances which are the pro- 
duct of nature or all which cannot be manufac- 
tured by any process of science or art; and the 
general term manufactures and fabrications as 
in the French list does not include all the 
articles which are capable of being made, in- 
cluding chemicals which are sometimes the 
producta of nature as well as of art—as com- 
mon salt, the nitrates, &c. I consider that the 
manufacturing industry can never be as suc- 
cessful as it ought to be until the manufac- 
turer can be supplied with his materials or raw 
products as we commonly call them, upon the 
most favorable terms: and unless we can 
educate the public mind upto the conclusion 
that all such articles as wool and the metalic 
products should be free, it will necessitate the 
doing away of the whole protective policy as 
applied to manufactures. 

“The great feature of the times in all branches 
of business is overproduction, the evil effect of 
which is partly counterbalanced by combina- 
tions in different trades to limit products to 
demand. All combinations of this sort work 
public injury. I consider the reopening and 
extension of commercial relations with foreign 
markets to be the most important problem of 
the present time; and a country can only be 
enriched by the extension of commerce in man- 
ufactured products. A mere trade in raw ma. 
terials will never enrich any country; in brief 
I believe that the pressing demand is that all 
natural or raw materials should be added to 
the free list and very moderate duties con- 
tinued on all manufactured articles un- 
til we can so restore the commerce of 
the country as to compete successfully 
in foreign markets with more commer- 
cial nations like Great Britain. Protec- 
tion on manufactured articles will have 
to be continued so long as the manufacturer is 
restricted practically by the policy of the 
country to a single market. I believe ina 
careful, comprehensive and radical revision of 
the tariff upon a basis of principle as outlined 
in general in my previous remarks. I do not 
believe inany half way measures at present. 
If we can’t have a thorough revision, the whole 
question had better remain where it is at pres- 
ent. I regard the protective policy to be an 
important policy, but an exceptional one. It 
is a great pity that its proper application—the 
knowledge that what articles should and what 
articles should not be protected—is not better 
understood, 

“T suppose that the present Congress for po- 
litical reasons will agitate this subject pretty 
thoroughly and make a few reforms, And in 
conclusion, in the future we may strike a bal- 
ance between the benefits to result from re- 
form and the evils to ensue from an unintelli- 
gent discussion of thesubject. All I can say is 
that Iam naturally optimistic and inclined to 
hope for the best. Of one thing I am assured 
the world does move and if we take the exper 
ence of history, progress very frequently ep 
sues as much from the blunders and crimes of 
men as from virtuous and intelligent action. 
Ido hope that the present ascendency in the 
House of Representatives will make a good 
record. I have been told that they intend to 
consult some of the ablest minds in the country 
and to move very conservatively. 

“T understand that an effort will be made at 
this session of Congress to place opium on the 
free list. I should regard it to be a serious 
mistake as the consumption of opium in its va- 
rious forms is mainly a vicious habit. At the 
last session of Congress the duty on prepared 
or smoking opium was advanced from $6 to 
$10, which, I think, is a salutary measure if it 
doesn’t lead to extensive smuggling. 

“The movement for a repeal of all internal 
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revenue after careful consideration appears to 
me to be a mistake, as it would lessen the annu- 
alrevenue income about $90,000,000. I can’t 
see how we can take this large income from the 
revenue of the country without increasing our 
tariff duties. I regard the lessening of tariff 
duties in the interest of commerce with foreign 
nations, to be far more important than the do- 
ing away with the excise on spirits and tobacco. 
This movement is no doubt favored by the ex- 
treme protectionists who are very bad coun- 
cils. I have no sympathy with either extreme 
free trade or protection views.” 

Mr. W. A. Gellatly, of the firm of W. H. 
Schieffelin & Co., has given considerable atten- 
tion to the tariff and internal revenue ques- 
tions and is fully conversant with the needs of 
the drug trade in this respect. He thought 
there was very little probability of the tariff 
laws undergoing any radical change at the 
present session of Congress. “If the Demo- 
cratic majority of the House shall attempt 
anything of the sort, it is very doubtful if the 
Senate would concur; the pronounced views 
of the chief executive on protection would also 
be an obstacle to the adoption of any bill ofa 
radically free trade character. In view of the 
fact that the presidential election occurs next 
year, it is very doubtful if either party will 
take definite action. They have learned a les- 
son from past experience, and found out that 
tinkering with the tariff on the eve of an elec- 
tion does not pay. Take the article of sugar 
for instance; any reduction of duty would ser- 
iously affect the sugar interests of Louisiana, 
and leave the State in douht. However, there 
may be some incongruities ‘and clerical 
errors in the last bill, which Congress ought to 
clear up, for instance, Section vii of the act of 
March 3, 1883, seems very clearly to allow all 
containers such as boxes, bales, bottles. jars, 
&c., &c., to come in free of duty; it would be 
well to have Congress decide whether the sec- 
tion means what it appears te say, or what 
treasury Officials say it means. With the pres- 
ent rulings of the department all inside con- 
tainers such as bottles, jars, &c,, are subject to 
duty whereas the section reads: “nor shall the 
value of the usual and necessary sacks, crates, 
boxes or coverings of any kind, be estimated 
as part of their value in determining the 
amount of duties’’—unusual packages ‘‘de- 
signed for other use than for the bona fide 
transportation of goods to the United States,” 
are provided to be dutiable at one hundred per 
cent; 

“Thave heard it intimated that a measure 
will be introduced at this session of Congress, 
to place hemp and jute butts (which yield a 
large revenue) on the free list, snd I have also 
been informed that the bill may include such 
raw materials connected with the drug trade as 
are not on the present list, opium being men- 
tioned in that connection. If the object of 
the majority in the House of Representatives 
is to reduce the revenue, it may be found that 
a reduction of duties will not in all cases pro- 
duce that effeet, as some articles not imported 
on account of the high tariff, and therefore not 
yielding any revenue, would be imported if the 
duty was reduced; a reduction then would tend 
to increase the revenue. There are but few ar- 
ticles under the head of raw materials among 
drugs which are not now free. The report of 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, issued 


Oct. 30, 1883, in speaking of the reduc- 
tion in taxation says, that the act 
of March 3, 1883 diminished the 


sources of Internal Revenue in some very 
important particulars, as for instance, bank, 
matches and proprietary medicines stamps, 
tobacco, &c. The aggregate reduction from 
these souces amounted to $43,000,000. While 
this is so, the increased revenue from distilled 
spirits for the current year, will so augment 
the receipts as to make the aggregate amount 
collected, reach $120,000,000. The total receipts 
for the fiscal year 1883, including taxes which 
were abolished by the act of March 3d, amount- 
ed to $144,553.344.86, so that it will be seen that 
although taxes were reduced $43,000,000, it is 
expected that the net reduction, owing to in- 
creased production of articles taxed, will be 
only $25,000,000. I am disposed to think that 
some similar results would be found to exist if 
the duties on imports were reduced instead of 
entirely abolished. In corroboration of this 
view, I quote the following from the report of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, Dec. 3, 1883. 
“The Chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Finances, in explanation of the bill before 
the [Senate last ¢ year which, after various 
amendments, became a law, estimated at 
$45,000,000, the reduction of the revenue which 
would follow the changes in the Tariff proposed 
thereby. Their intentions and calculations 
have not been verified. The estimated receipts 
for the current year from customs are $195,- 
000,000, a reduction of less than $20,000,000 
Considering that there has been some de- 
pression of business during the past year and 
current year, it is probable, should business re- 
vive, that the revenues from customs under the 
Present laws willin succeeding years increase 
rather than decrease.” Assuming that the object 
to be attained is a reduction of revenue, the 
Present revenue being in excess of require- 
ments for expenses of the Government interest 
on debt, sinking fund, &c., and the receipts of 
internal revenue being about equal to the sur- 
plus over and above the amount required by 
the Government,"it would seem in my judg- 
ment to be good sense in view of the injury 


ubely to be inflicted on manufacturing inter- 
ests by hasty, ill-considered and partizan legis- 


| 
lation on the tariff, to abolish all taxes now | of which would not have been in existence but 


levied under the internal revenue laws, more 
particularly when you consider the fact that 
every dollar raised in that way is paid out of 
the pockets of our own people. It may be said 
in addition to the foregoing, that so far as bus- 
iness interests of the country are concerned, it 
would be bad policy to introduce elements of 
uncertainty and uneasiness which always affect 
business when Congress enters upon a discus- 
sion, or proposes to legislate in reference to 
the tariff. I think the usual depressing effect 
produced on business generally, by the presi- 
dential election, is all that the business com- 
munity should be called upon to contend with 
during the next year. So faras I am concerned, 
I hope that any action which congress may be 
disposed to take in reference to the revenue, 
will be confined to a modification or abolition 
of internal revenue taxes. While at the same 
time it may be possible to pass a bill to recon- 
cile any inconsistencies or glaring errors in the 
present tariff laws, itis difficult to determine 
what additional mistakes or troubles may arise 
from any tinkering with the present tariff, for 
we know when Congress begins on this matter, 
no one can tell how far they may be led to'go.” 


Mr. Geo. E. Sterry, of Weaver & Sterry, gave 
his opinion as follows: 


“My own impression is that there will be no 
actual changes in the laws at this session of 
Congress, although the matter may be dis- 
cussed. I think that any changes that may be 
made in the revenue laws should not take effect 
for a year from the time of enactment; this 
would enable merchants to prepare for any 
modifications that may be made, and also pre- 
vent the depression in trade which naturally 
follows discussion of these matters in Con- 
gress. 

“There is a desire,and perhaps a necessity,for 
reducing the revenue, and the only way is to 
reduce the duty on articles produced only 
abroad that are now dutiable; for to reduce the 
duty on articles produced here under our pro- 
tective tariff would be simply to increase the 
revenue, already too large, to the injury of 
home interests. My opinion is that a constant 
discussion of the matter, which acts as a fret to 
all mercantile operations, is more injurious to 
the business community than the imperfect 
tariff under which we are now trading; as I un- 
derstand business, merchants want to know 
what the laws are, and conduct their operations 
accordingly; it is the constant discussion in 
Congress and altering of the laws that make 
large mercantile operations impracticable, 
which I think accounts for the present dullness 
in trade. 

“Free trade is impracticable. I think custom 
laws are more popular than excise laws, and 
when the system is in fine working order it 
would be ruinous to introduce such a radical 
change as free traders want. 


“In regard to the internal revenue question, 
Gen. Helm, President of the National Tobacco 
Association informed me last night that he did 
not think there would be any change in the 
revenue laws, so far as tobacco was concerned. 
Iam in favor of abolishing the whole internal 
revenue system, which politicians would of 
course oppose, as it gives them considerable 
political patronage,which, in my opinion is the 
chief opponent to the wiping out of the whole 
system.” 

Mr. John D. Dix, of the importing and ex- 
porting firm of Dix & Co., thought no good 
would be accomplished by ventilating the 
views of New York business men unless the 
new Congress had been better instructed in 
political economy than their predecessors of 
many years. “However, the tariff should be 
thoroughly overhauled, and if Congress will 
delegate this work to committees chosen by 
and from the different trades and industries of 
the country, and agree to enact into a law the 
recommendations they may make next De- 
cember, a tariff for revenue will result, which, 
owing to the enormous sum requisite to carry 
on the government, will give ample incidental 
protection to all our legitimate manufacturing 
industries. The small class of unnatural man- 
ufacturers, made possible by the war tariffs, 
must yield to the general good. The general plan 
indicated has been tried successfully by other 
enlightened countries, The war tariff of July, 
1862, was consistent only in its intention to get the 
most money possible out of the imports of for 
eign merchandise and produce,and this was its 
only merit. Passedingreathaste and without 
the deliberate and carefulexamination needful 
to perfect a well balanced system of revenue, it 
has been suffered to remain these twenty years 
a huge leech on the body politic, notwithstand- 
ing the solemn promise of the then chairman of 
the Committee of Ways and Means that the 
schedule should be reduced to‘reasonable rates 
as soon as the war was over. Most of the 
changes, up to last winter, were made in the 
interest of individuals or cliques, and are not 
creditable to the legislators of a great people. 
As the law stands now, tinkered all over with 
ugly patches, it is full of absurd inconsisten- 
cies and stupidities. My views on the proper 
tariff for chemicals, drugs and cognate articles, 
except in a very general way, can be of no use 
to the public at this time. Drugs are mostly on 
the free list now, and might all be free without 
disturbing trade or government finances. The 
soda chemicals are not natural here, and may 
be classed among the exotics, although more 
nearly legitimate than citric and tartaric acids, 
cream tartar, magnesia, licorice, etc., etc. all 





for the war tariff, and cannot, live (their owners 
say) without large supplies of this indirect gov- 
ernment pap; therefore they have no business 
reason tu exist at all. The capital invested in 
this class of manufacture is not very great, and 
can probably be diverted to legitimate indus- 
tries without a severe loss. True political econ- 
omy is cold-blooded but just to all men, and is 
above all else what our country needs to put 
all its great industries on a sound and pros- 
perous basis. Raw material, such also as is 
only advanced a stage to cheapen its transport, 
minerals, natural products, grains and fruits of 
all kinds, should be free, for the best good of 
all, and the revenue should be largely drawn 
from luxuries and superfluous articles; while 
a moderate tax should be laid on those com- 
torts of life—some call them luxuries—tea, cof- 
fee, sugar and spices, from which a consider- 
able sum can be derived without disturbing 
trade or being felt perceptibly by the people. 

What about internal revenue? “If the 
principle of internal taxation by the general 
government is conceded to be right and wise; 
then I am decidedly of the opinion, that, after 
making safe provision for the use of spirits at 
a nominal tax in the arts, and for the manufac- 
ture of fine chemical and medicinal prepara- 
tions,all spirits used or intended for use in other 
ways, should pay as heavy a special tax as can 
be collected, and in addition thereto, the license 
fees should be largely increased, most especial- 
ly to retail dealers, to whom the minimum fee 
should be $1,000, and not more than onc license 
granted to cach thousand of the population. 
At least one-halt these fees should be paid to 
the counties where issued,to assist in paying the 
cost of the pauperism and crime caused by in- 
toxicating drinks, Then if the States will pun- 
ish drunkenness as a crime,the next generation 
will be better and wiser than this. As to that 
vile and filthy plant called tobacco, of which I 
have been an habitual user for a great part of 
my life, 1 think it should be taxed out of exis- 
tence as utterly useless to mankind, deleterious 
to most of its votaries, and a nuisance to all 
uthers; if it could be banished from the earth, 
the gain to mankind would be well nigh infi- 
nite.” 


Mr. C. E. Tyler, of the importing firm of Ty- 
ler & Finch, viewed the tariff mission of the 
OIL, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER as a very 
important undertaking, and hoped beneficial 
results would follow the ventilation of opin- 
ions on the all absorbing subject of tariff or no 
tariff. **For my part,” said Mr. Tyler, “I 
would rether see the present laws remain—im- 
perfect and unsatisfactory though they be— 
than have blundering changes and perhaps a 
worse condition of affairs than we now experi- 
ence. It would be better to have the evils 
arising out of the present tariff demonstrated 
by actual experience than to jeopardize the 
interests now protected by another overhauling. 
The duties to be fixed ought to be specific as it 
leads to the importation of a higher grade of 
goods, while ad valorem duty has the opposite 
effect. Iam a free-trader on general princi- 
ples, but recognize the fact that there are in- 
terests which would be benefited by protection. 
While I consider free trade imprac- 
ticable at present, still we will ultimate- 
ly reach that point; it is impracti- 
cable now because all the interests  pro- 
tected by a tariff would be ruined were a 
radical change to be made. If it is out of the 
question to abolish the tariff, it can be so regu- 
lated as to make free trade the standard and 
objective point to be reached. Agitation has a 
demoralizing effect on business, and I would 
prefer rather to bear with the errors of the 
present system than suffer the consequences of 
an unknown quantity of changes. The present 
list, all will acknowledge, contains many 
articles which should be free, but it would be 
very unwise to take them all off at once; they 
ought to be eliminated gradually without pro- 
ducing any serious effect on business."’ 


When asked his views on the internal revenue 
subject, Mr. Tyler asked to be excused from 
giving an opinion, as he had not considered the 
subject sufficiently to talk upon it. 


Mr. Geo. M. Olcott, of the firm of Dodge & 
Olcott thought that the existing tariff laws 
were a great improvement over the old enes 
and did not favor a change unless alterations 
were found to be absolutely necessary and 
were made in moderation. The agitation of 
the subject, he said, was very injurious to bus- 
iness, and he would like to see the matter set- 
tled one way or the other, so that furthur dis- 
cussion could be dispensed with for ten years. 
There were few articles in the drug line requir- 
ing attention that he could see, and probably 
it would be better to let well enough alone. 
Mr. Olcott put himself on record as opposed to 
free trade and recommended that any steps 
taken in that direction should be so judicious 
as to not prostrate any industries now pro- 
tected. The proposition to place opium on the 
free list was viewed favorably to the extent 
that he did not see the necessity of exacting a 
duty from that drug if the Government has no 
use for the revenue. As to the internal rev- 
enue question, Mr. Olcott remarked that he 
entertained the same views as were expressed 
at the last meeting of the Wholesale Drug As- 
sociation in favor of abolition. Taxing whis- 
key, or making it free to all, would have no 
effect on consumption as a beverage in his 
opinion ; a man’s appetite cannot be governed 
by legislation. 
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Oil Exchanges and Production. 


“There is considerable hubbub,”’ said a broker 
Thursday, on the floor of the New York Ex- 
change to a reporter of this paper, ‘‘over the 
consolidation scheme, but where will the 
exchanges be if the production of oil gives out. 
The outlook is not a very promising one. Con- 
sumption is fast creeping up to the production 
and when both are neck to neck in the race, 
then look out for the bursting of bubbles, 
The decline of production to that extent will 
collapse the oil exchanges all over the country, 
and the occupations of the brokers, like Oth- 
ello, will be gone. It is not a happy thought 
to the thousands of bulls and bears who make 
their bread and butter by shouting themselves 
hoarse. It is aserious question, and one that 
furnishes food for sad contemplation. Every 
eye is watching the producing fields, and as the 
reports come in showing no improvement in 
the situation, the bulls disguise their feelings 
by evident signs of rejoicing, while the bears 
are more hopeful of future developments. The 
signs of the times are,”’ said the speaker, “‘that 
fiye years from now, exchanges will ccase to 
exist, unless some bonanza wells are found to 
increase the rapidly falling off production. The 
closing up process may come sooner than that, 
but it is bound to come sooner or later.”’

The smoky city of Pittsburgh plays an impor- 
tant part in the operations on the floor of the 
two oil exchanges in this city. Heavy dealers 
in theiron city find it necessary to be repre- 
sented in the exchanges of the metropolis and 
the transactions from this source are generaliy 
taken as a guiding star to the future tendency 
of the market. On the New York Petroleum 
Exchange floor we find Mr. Ed. Hetzel, who 
was formerly manager of the Clearing House 
in the Pittsburgh Oil Exchange. Last July he 
resigned torepresent Mr, J. C. Watson in New 
York and bas since displayed rare abilities as u 
sbrewed broker. Mr. N. W. Stevenson, who 
has been until recently with the Pittsburgh ex- 
change and assisted in the growth of that insti- 
tution from the time when stock was only 
worth $25 per share, is now numbered 
among the bulls and _ bears here. He 
represents the firm of Stevenson and 
McKee, of which he is a member. Mr. 
Joseph B. Barbour is another rising operator 
from the same city,and who can be found 
around the bull ring on Broadway in the in- 
terest of Mr. J. 8. McKelvey. Still another was 
added to the membership of the New York Ex- 
change in the person of Mr. C. W. Baker, who 
operates for Mr. J. C. Fisher of the city of svot 
and smoke. Occasionally Mr. J. J, Vandergrift, 
Jr., of the same place,visits the exchanges here, 
and the attraction is so strong that it is hardly 
probable he can resist the teniptation to change 
his location.

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Statistics of Glass Manufacturing. 


The Pittsburgh Dispatch of late date pub- 
lishes the minutes of the meeting of the Na- 
tional Association of Window Gluss Manufac- 
turers at Long Branch, in July last, which have 
hitherto been carefully guarded from the pub- 
lic. We printed at the time a brief report of 
the proceedings, but very little of a statistical 
nature was obtainable, and it was not until the 
minutes were printed in pamphlet form for cir- 
culation among members of the association 
only, that an enterprising newspaper reporter 
succeeded in giving publicity to what proves 
to be a very interesting report. We do not see 
that its publication is at all damaging to the 
interests of the manufacturers, and but for the 
fact that ithas been made a mystery of for 60 
loug atime, we doubt if any one would have 
regarded it with surprise. The facts pre- 
sented do not, it seems to us, to indicate a con- 
dition of affairs concerning which, the manu- 
facturers need desire to preserve so much 
secrecy, either regarding what they had done 
or what they proposed doing.

Tho increase in consumption from January 
to July, above the amount from July to Janu- 
ary is contrary to the general experience which 
shows fall shipments much greater than spring 
months.

Ifimports for June, 1883, had been in the 
same ratio of increase as other months in 1883, 
the total for12 months to July 1, 1883, would 
have been 54,786,836, or 913,114 half boxes. The 
stock of foreign glass in importers’ hands being 
estimated the same as last year, shows all im- 
ports distributed, 

The decreased cost of importing under new 
tariff amounting in rate and weight to 12% 
cents per half box single, besides a tendency to 
lower price abroad, seems likely to increase 
imports the coming year and still farther to dis- 
place Amcrican product, unless selling price is 
comparatively much lower. The large imports 
of the past year have been attributed to the 
strike in New Jersey and Baltimore last fall. 
The continuance of these large imports during 
the past six months, and since the New Jersey 
aud Baltimore furnaces resumed work, and in 
the face of an expected reduction in duty, 
would seem rather to indicate that imports have 
been large because their cost permitted compe- 
tition with American prices, and secured the 
diversion of an unusually large proportion of 
the consumption of foreign glass.

How much reduction in cost may be secured 
is the vital question pressing upon manufac- 
turers of window glassin common with almost 
every Class of producers. The present price of 
Belgian glass for largest and best orders, as 
nearly as can be ascertained, is 69 per cent. dis- 
count for single and 75 per cent. discount for 
double thick from foreign manufacturers’ card 
rates. 

FIGURES PUTTING UP THE COST, 

Estimating, as in July last, at 70 per cent. dis- 
count for single and 74 per cent. for double,and 
allowing for changed duty amounting to 5 per 
cent, on cost price here, would make the actual 
cost of importing (including 10 per cent. for 
insurance, breakage, store and selling expen- 
ses) average the equivalent of 75 and 5 per cent. 
discount on single and 75 per cent. discount on 
double from importers’ selling eard. To equal- 
ize this discount, if, as is generally claimed, a 
difference of a quality for lower American 
sorting be allowed, it will require discount from 
American selling card of 70 and 5 per cent. on 
single and — per cent. on double.

Tallow Gas. 


About twelve months ago,says the Mel bourne 
Leader, a new method of making gas from tal- 
low was introduced by some gentlemen from 
New Zealand. who were at that time applying 
for Victorian patents to cover their rights, 
Since then they have been engaged in perfect- 
ing the invention, and have again visited Vic. 
toria. Overtures were made to the Chief Sec. 
retary’s departinent by the representatives of 
the company, for the supply of the necessary 
apparatus to light the Kew and Yarra Bend 
Lunatic Asylums: The apparatus, which is 
known as Binnie’s patent comprises a genera- 
tor which consists of a D shaped cast iron re- 
tort laid horizontally in a small compact fur- 
nace, and so placed as to secure the free circu- 
lation of the flames round the retort. The raw 
materials are tallow, water and air. Coal or 
coke may also be used, as also bricks to 
increase the surface action, and 60 aug- 
ment the heat round the retort. The melted 
tallow is slowly delivered into the retort bya 
tube, asimilar tube supplying water at the 
same time, at the rate of 1 drop of water to4 
drops of tallow. The gas is prevented from 
flowing backwards by the action of the liq- 
uids, the air being admitted continuously in 
the proportion of 3 volumes of air to 1 volume 
of the gases generated. Immediately the tal- 
low, air and water enter the heated retort, as 
described, the gas is generated, and is passed 
off through the condenser to a gasometer, which 
may, of course, be of any size. Dr. Black, of 
the Dunedin University Laboratory, in a trial 
made proved that 1 Ib. of tallow produced 81 
cubic feet of gas at ordinary barometric pres- 
sure, and a temperature of 14 deg. C. When he 
applied a photometric test he found the illumi- 
nating power to be equal to 21 candles. Mr. 
Cosmo Newbery ma ie a similar trial and found 
that 15 lbs. of tallow would produce 1000 cubic 
fect of gas, the rate of production being 
about 50 feet per hour, Both gentlemen 
ure of opinion that the system would be very 
suitable for use in private houses, hotels, and 
large buildings, which could not well be sup- 
plied with coal gas. Mr. Newbery's experi- 
ments showed that 20 candle gas, burning at 
the rate of 5 feet per hour through a standard 
lamp, could be produced by the apparatus. 
While the visitors were present the inventors 
fully explained the principles of their inven- 
tion, which is a very simple one, the only 
secret being in the combination of the elements, 
The apparatus itself resembles a still, and as 
described consists mainly of a generator, air, 
water and tallow supply pipes and a condenser. 
The patentees claim that an apparatus to sup- 
ply an ordinary household can be supplied at a 
small cest of £10 or £12, the cost of the gas not 
exceeding 3s. or 4s. per 1,000 feet.

The Purification and Use of Cheap 
Oils and Fats for Culinary 
Purposes. 

It is well known, that in many places linseed 
oil, rapeseed oil, poppy oil, &c., are used in 
place of the more expensive olive oil. The dis- 
agreeable taste, which some of these oils pos- 
sess, even in a fresh state, is probably due to 
fact, that the seed from which they are pre- 
pared, are not always fresh, and do not give @ 
particularly fine oil. The disagreeable taste is 
principally due, to tae presence of fatty acids. 
Small quantities of impurities, albumenoids, 
mucilaginous bodies, &c., which are mechani- 
cally suspended in the oils in a state of exceed- 
ingly fine division, also have a tendency, to 
form volatile, acid compounds which impart 

a disagreeable odor and taste to the oils. 

Investigations made with cocoa nut oil have 
shown, that the acrid taste can be completely 
removed by washing with sodium carbonate. 
The peculiar odor, cannot be removed, even by 
repeated refining, but itisin no way disagrec- 
able. 

The simplest method of proceeding is to melt 
the oil on a wuter bath, and add a solution of 
2 per cent. sodium carbonate and 10 per cent. 
sodium chloride in 50 per cent. water. After 
stirring for some time, the flocculent precipi- 
tate furmed, is removed by filtration. In case 
the oil, when shaken with alcohol to which a 
small quantity of litmus has been added, still 
shows an acid reaction, the operation is 
repeated, 

The filtered oil is either washed with hot 
water, or boiled with salt water, to remove the 
last traces of soap, albumenoids, &c. The salt 
is added, to prevent the formation of an emul- 

ion, of the sodium carbonate solution with the 

oil, and to raise the temperature of boiling. 
Washing the oil with borax, and treating it 
with chlorine, or potassium bichromate and 
hydrochloric acid, produced no effect. 

Itis however, apparent, that a much better 
product will be obtained, from oil expressed 
from fresh seeds, if the oil is immediately re- 
fined. By excluding the air, in tin cans or 
glass vessels, the oil can be kept without be- 
coming rancid. The above method is applica- 
ble for all vegetable oils, also for cottonseed 
oil, if the quantity of sodium carbonate is pro- 
portionate to the amount of free acids present. 

What advantages may be obtained, by the 
use of other reagents, has not yet been deter:

Manufacture of White Lead. 


What are claimed to be important improve- 
ments in connection with the manufacture of 
white lead have recently becn patented in Lny- 
land. The invention consists in using boxes of 
from 15 to 20 feet long, from 5 to 6 feet wide 
and 14 feet high, filled with lead in the form 
of wire or fine filaments and subacetate of lead, 
into which carbonic acid is introduced, The 
carbonic acid is produced in an oven or fur- 
nace, and is drawn through water to purify 
it and remove dust and ashes, and thence 
forced into the soluticn in the box. The inter- 
ior of the box is divided into three or four com- 
partments by deal boards extending about half 
way from the top to the center, leaving the 
lower half of the box free, so as to form an 
uninterrupted space. To prevent the lead 
wire from packing together at the bottom 
of the box, it is necessary to fill the box 
with a series of laths to keep the wires in 
a@ suspended position and always exposed to 
the action of carbonic acid or acetate of 
lead. A row of laths, two inches square, is 
placed crosswise in the box, about two or three 
inches from the bottom, and about 4% inch 
apart, s0 asto leave free vent for the white 
lead to run off, but to keep the lead wires in 
Place. Asecond row of laths is then placed 3 
or 4 inches higher, and according to the hight 
of the box a third row, filling it with a kind of 
network, to expose every piece of lead to the 
carbonic acid, at the same time permitting its 
free passage through the box, and preventing 
the lead wires trom settling at the bottom of 
the box and there packing together with white 
lead to a solid mass, accumulating more and 
more, to endanger and interrupt the whole 
process, At one end of the box are taps to let 


the lead, &c., run off into a receiving tank be- 
low the box, so that, in case of a stoppage of 
the oscillating motion of the box occasioned 
by a sudden break or by the slipping of a belt, 
there isno time lost in emptying the boxes, 
The white lead, which is kept floatitig in the 
acetate of lead while the boxes are in motion, 
will be thus prevented from settling down at 
the bottom of the box. 


For the introduction of carbonic acid an 
opening is made in one end of the cover of the 
box, and for the exit of nitrogen or other kinds 
of gas a similar opening of about 4 inches wide 
is made in the other end of the cover; these 
openings are by means of rubber hose connect- 
ed, the one with the blower and the other to a 
spout leading to the outside of the building. 
The oven is connected, by means of pipes of 
sheet iron 7 inches to 8 inches in diameter, with 
a cask filled from two-thirds to three-fourths 
full of water; the pipes from the oven reach so 
far down in the cask that they ; ointo the water 
about 2 or 3 inches, so that the carbonic acid, in 
passing through the water, is washed and puri- 
fied. Another pipe of similar size connects the 
cask with the blower. This pipe is of copper or 
such other material as will not discolor the 
white lead, and is connected to the head of the 
cask, 80 as not to come in contact with the 
water inside. By the constant influx of hot 
carbonic acid the water in the cask will gradu- 
ally get hot, so that steam will be made 
and introduced into the boxes, and in order 
to prevent this a constant stream of cold water 
has to flow in; the blower or the air pump will, 
however, create a vacuum above the water 
which will prevent the hot water from running 
out unless the suction occasioned by the 
blower is counterbalanced by the weight of 
the water, for which reason it is necessary to 
have pipes of lead inserted into the cask near 
the bottom, which may be raised in the shape 
of a goose-neck just so high that, the blower 
being in operation, the hot water will run off 
at the same rate as the cold water enters, and 
80 keep the hight of water inside the cask con- 
stantly the same. A water gauge may be at- 
tached to the cask to show the hight of the 
water inside at any given time. 

To fillthe boxes with the lead, wire open- 
ings are left in the covers arranged in such @ 
way that the box can be hermetically closed. 
An india-rubber hose connects the box with 
a vessel containing basic or subacetate of 
lead, by means of which the boxes may be 
filled with this liquid. In order to be able to 
see how far the boxes are filled with the 
subacetate of lead a small test cock or gauge 
is inserted into one end. The beams under 
the box are provided with two shafts let 
into the wood, fitting into cast iron bearings, 
which rest on strong timber. Theshafts ought 
to be pieces of 2to 24 inches square wrought 
iron and 2 feet long, rounded off in the middle 
to fit into low cast iron bearings or pedestals 
about 1 foot long, 4 inches wide and 3 inches 
high, with an opening to fit the shaft. The ap- 
puratus being ready, the boxes are loosely filled 
with fine filaments or wires of lead, then set in 
motion; white subacetate of lead and carbonic 
acid are introduced until there isso much of 
subacetate of lead in the box that the cover of 
the box is washed on the under side. The intro- 
duction of carbonic acid is continued untila 
sample taken from the test cocks will make 
blue litmus paper red. The contents of the box 
are then emptied into a receiving vessel, and 
another quantity of subacetate introduced into 
the box, and so continued. The white lead is 
then separated from the liquid, which consist-

Brown Pigments Used in Printing. 


We have pointed out that brown is most 
properly a broken orange hue; but, popularly, 
the term includes all the low tones of russet 
and citrine. Browns thus incline to yellow on 
the one hand, and to red on the other, but 
never to blue. In common parlance, both 
citrine and russet are denominated brown; 
though it is not a very precise expression when 
so used. When itis necessary to be more ex- 
plicit some other word is employed to qualify 
the term, and hence we speak of red-brown, 
yellow-brown, purple-brown, ctc. 

As an element of shade, brown harmonizes 
with most other colors, but it does not go well 
with blue, as a rule, since it produces too great 
a tendency to blackness and heaviness. When 
black is added to yellow, to orange or to citrine 
it igs usual and fairly proper to denominate the 
resulting compound a brown. It is common 
also, but hardly proper, to call the addition of 
black to reda brown. It is pardonable, how- 
ever, to so term it when the red element is 
itself strongly orange in tendency. 

Marone is often called a brown, though it is 
more properly a deep red which is more inclined 
to crimson than orange, addition of red (crim- 
son) to brown will therefore produce this color. 
The addition of red, therefore, to produce 
marone is just equivalent to breaking down the 
purity of red by the introduction ofa yellow 
green. From the formula RR x YY x B, it 
follows that the contrasting color for brown is 
blue, but it must not therefore be assumed 
that brown and blue will form a good combi- 
nation of color. Much will depend upon the 
comparative strengths of the colors used, and 
due care must be taken in determining whether 
the brown inclines more to red or to yellow. 

Brown pigments are numerous, and an end- 
less variety may be produced by mixture, and 
they are of great utility. The following are 
the principal:— 
tt Madder brown, or Field’s russet, is a color 
intermediate, as all russets are, between orange 
and purple. As its name shows, it is made 
from madder root and is the finest and most re- 
liable pigment of its hue that can be found. It 
has all the good qualities that distinguish the 
colors of madder, and forms fine transparent 
grays with ultramarine and cobalt suitable in 
flesh, clouds, &c. It is not often that it is not 
necessary to use this pigment along in printing, 
because economy in the number of workings 
compels a reliance on the overprinting of the 
primaries to produce colors similar to, if not 
like it. In good work, however, grays are cs- 
sential, and here madder brown may be used 
when transparency in them is a necessity. It 
will be found far preferable than employing 
brilliant lakesof more than doubtful perma- 
nency, and then making them dirty to destroy 
the too purple effect they naturally produce 
with blue. There are three qualities of this 
pigment made, though they do not differ much 
from each other. The darkest, called intense 
madder brown, is the best dryer of the three. 
This color may be used as a flesh tint where 
mere prettiness is not wanted. 

Prussiate of copper is another russet color, 
but is not likely to be met with as an article of 
sale. Itis madeina similar manner to Prus- 
sian blue, a salt of copper being substituted for 
one ofiron. It is transparent and deep in 
color, but otherwise of litt:e value being liable 
to change both by light and mixture with other 
pigments. 

Olive colors can be formed by the mixture of 
green and purple, or by the mixture of blue 
and orange, letting the former predominate. 
Olive may be made by adding a sma)! quantity 
of yellow or brown ocherto black. Olivegreen 
may be made by adding black to yellows 
brighter than ocher. Many of the copper 
greens may be changed into olive greens by 
burning them, by which they are rendered 
more durable and made to dry better than the 
pigments from which they are made, Fire in 
this way seems to act upon them inasimilar 
manner to the long continued action of the at- 
mosphere. 

Raw umber is a pigment which belongsto th e 
class of citrine, the tertiary color produced 
Wuen orange and green are mixed. It is a nat- 
ural ocher containing oxide of manganese, 
which gives it a somewhat powerful drying 
quality. This may be taken advantage of when 
a dryer is required for any pigment, such as 
may not be injured by it in color. Several 
other pigments of citrine hue are commonly 
called browns. 

Brown pink is a citrine of variable hue,some- 
times approaching green and sometimes orange. 
It isa pigment of considerable beauty, depth, 
and transparency; but, besides its being a bad 
dryer, it is very fugitive, and, on the whole, 
is very little required, and can always be done 
without. 

Burnt umber is, as its name imports,raw um- 
ber subjected to the action of fire, by which it 
is deepened and made more warm in color, just 
as yellow ocher is converted into red by the 
same means, Where its hue serves the purpose 
required, it forms one of the most eligible pig- 
ments of the class denominated browns. It is 
perfectly durable, and may be used with any 
other golor. When its own hue is not that 
which is, required this pigment may still use- 










































































































tully form a foundation upon which other 
shades of brown may be reddened and made 
more opaque; by lakes it may be made richer, 
deeper, and more transparent; by yellow and 
burnt sienna it may’be made more citrine, and 
by purple and blue more olive. It is a power- 
ful dryer, and makes a very useful ink for 
bronze and metal work, its color harmonizing 
80 well with that of bronzes that their imper- 
fect application is less apparent than when col- 
ors such as chrome yellow are used. 

Vandyke brown isa fine brown, more trans- 
parent and richer than umber, being somewhat 
bituminous. It is not near so good a dryer as 
umber, though it is variable in this respect. 
The best samples are finely ground and wash- 
ed, to free them from their natural impurities. 
The durability of Vandyke brown is unim- 
peachable. 

Cassel Earth, or Terre de Cassell, is a native 
ocher resembling bnrnt umber, but more in- 
clined to russet in color. 

Cologne, or, as itis sometimes spelt, Cullen 
Earth, is darker than Cassel earth, and much 
resembles Vandyke brown both in color and 
working qualities, 

Rubens brown is another similar earth of 
ocherous texture, and more light in color than 
the preceding. It dries well. 

Manganese brown is a sesquioxide of man- 
ganese, a deep, semi-upaque color of good body, 
which dries well and is quite durable. 

Coppagh brown is a native manganese bog 
earth, found at Cappagh, near Cork, Ireland. 
It varies in depth, and hasa tendency to run 
during drying. It has been variously named 
Euchrome, Mineral brown, Caledonian and 
Hibernian brown. 

Asphaltum is used among painters as a pig- 
ment, but, in common with some of the last- 
named colors, will not be found to recommend 
itself to printers. Among lithographers, as- 
phaltum is sometimes used as an addition to 
ink when it is required to resist acids, It is 
also employed as a powder for dusting on the 
work upon stone when it is intended to be 
bitten up, just asthe powdered rosin may be 
used. The best asphaltum is called bitumen of 
Judea, Jews’ pitch, mineral pitch. There are 
also large quantities of it; of an inferior qual- 
ify, produced in the distillation of tar, for pro- 
curing the many substances now made from 
that once waste product of gas-making. As an 
oil color used in painting it has little to rec- 
ommend it beyound its rich transparency, for 
itis certain to crack, in consequence of the 
contraction caused by the action of light and 
time.

Russian Petroleum. 


Mr. Fulton Paul, United States Consul at 
Odessa, Russia, has forwarded to the State De- 
partment areport on petroleum development 
in Russia, in which he says: “Although the illu- 
minating power of this oil (the Russian) is not 
so great as that produced in the States, the dif- 
ference being asi to 2, yet in consequence of 
the great difference in the price it has driven 
American oj] out of the south Russian market, 
and will doubtless seriously affect its sale in 
Europe wherever cheapness is preferred to 
safety and cleanliness, as the Russian oil is very

disagreeable odor.’ Of the uses to which 
petroleum is put in Russia, he says: “The resi- 
duum of the oil is much greater than in that 
found in the States, and besides being con- 
verted into benzine, gasoline, ozokerite, aniline 
and various other useful products, it is used 
for fuel, with a steam jet on the locomotives, 
and also on the steamers of the Caspian Sea, 
Volga and other rivers, and experiments are in 
progress to utilize it in the new torpedo boats 
coarse of construction bere and 
the Russian navy.

On Tuesday, the 27th ult., at West Hartle- 


pool, England, an experiment was made on 


board the screw steamer Roga, belonging to 
Messrs. Perry, Raims & Co., of that port, in the 
substitution of Russian oil for coal. The ex- 
periments were made by Leonard Mudd, chief 


engineer of the vessel. The oil used is a coarse 


description of refuse from Russian mineral oil, 
somewhat resembling a mixture of turpentine 
and petroleum, and is consumed in a burner 
that can be aflixed to, or withdrawn from the 
ordinary boiler furnace at pleasure; and one 
advantage claimed for it is that the cost for 
supplying steam is less than half the cost of 
coal, and another thing, that steam, with its 
agency, can be got up in two hours instead of 
six. No change need be made inthe bunkering 
arrangements of the vessel; but less storage 
accommodation is required than for coal. It is 
calculated that if 300 gallons per day will suf- 
fice, a great saving in the way of economy may 
be effected ; and it is thought possible that even 
this quantity may be reduced. In the case of 
a breakdown, coal may still be employed.

Vegetable Oils. 

The market for linseed oil has been very 
steady, but under the stimulus of the higher 
quotations for flaxseed at Chicago there has 
been a decided stiffening, and we now quote 
the market firm at 57@58c. With an increase in 
trade, which may be looked for on the opening 
of the new year, an advance will’ doubtless be 
gained, as the situation is now more favorable 
than at any time this fall or winter. The de- 
mand the past week has been very light, and 
only small parcels have been taken, but there 
has been some inquiry for suppiies for later de- 
livery, which, however, corroders do not en- 
courage, as they decline to make sales for for- 
ward delivery on the basis of present quota- 
tions. Western oil is quoted at 55@5é6c, but we 
hear of no sales, and the offerings are not large. 
Calcutta oil is unchanged at 58@59c, and is in 
light jobbing request. 


Crude cottonseed oil has been very dull the 
past week, the.only sales reported being a cou- 
ple of small lots early in the week at 40c and 
this is about the present market value, although 
the holders quote 401446@4lc as to holder. The 
supply here is yery light and any buyer in need 
would probably have to pay 4lc, though to 
place a parcel a lower figure would have to be 
accepted owing to the lack of demand. The 
bids during the week have rarely exceeded 
89}¢c, which more than anything else shows 
that there is no crude actually wanted, as the 
cost at New Orleans and Memphis is equivalent 
to fully 4lc here. At New Orleans the only 
sales for this market reported is ene lot of 200 
bbls. at 38¢ at which price that market is said to 
be firm for prime. At Memphis there is no 
change in the situation, with the demand very 
light. 

The market for summer yellow cottonseed 
oil has been quiet during the entire week, and 
the last two days really no trading was done. 
Early inthe week under review 300 bbls were 
sold, part prime at 4544c and the balance at 45c. 
The market continued steady at this figure, but 
there were few buyers, and although bids were 
offered there was, as a rule, a ce difference in 
the views of buyers and sellers. On Friday 100 
bbis barely prime were disposed of at 45c, and a 
similar amount of choice realized 46c. There 
were further offers to take parcels of choice at 
this figure, but holders required 4644c. No 
sales were effected on Saturday, there being no 
disposition tc buy and there were not many 
parcels on offer. Yesterday was observed asa 
semi-holiday, and the only business doing was 
alittle jobbing trade in parcels from store, in 
which way dealers realize 2c over the above 
quotations. At New Orleans the situation ap- 
pears to be unchanged, with 42c the average 
quotation. though very little business is in pro- 
gress. The Memphis market has been very 
quiet, with quotations unchanged. Winter 
oils are still offered there at the tigures pub- 
lished last week. 


The demand for cottonseed soap stock has 
been light, though there has been more inquiry 
and a better outlet is expected to set in soon. 
The supply here is not large and holders do not 
vary their quotations, which are 144@2l<c, ac- 
cording to quality.

Bleached and pressed 
oils have been rather slow of sale, and are 
firmer in sympathy with the stronger market 
for crude, and most dealers now require the 
full outside quotations, while bleached winter 
is quoted Ic higher. 

Bank and straits oils have been very slow of 
sale, and on this account these have not appre- 
ciated fully to theadvance in crude, but most 
dealers now require the outside figures of last 
week. We quote bank at 44@45c and straits at 
45@46. 

Refined sperm oil has been in good request 
for the season, probably more attention has 
been extended to this than to any of the other 
animal oils. Prices remain steady at previous 
quotations with no indications of an early 
change, although the position is favorable to 
holders, There is nv change in the situation at 
New Bedford with no diminution in the 
stock. 

Refined whale oil has been very quiet,but the 
market is steadily gaining in strength by reason 
of the diminishing supply of crude at New 
Bedford. With cottonseed oil remaining high 
and no important additions to the supply of 
crude whale at New Bedford it is only a ques- 
tion of a revival of trade when prices must 
advance. 

The market for cod oil has grown stronger in 
sympathy with the upward movement in men- 
haden oil, though no actual advance has as yet 
taken place. There ig rather more inquiry but 
no sales of consequence have been made. 

Saponified red oil has been rather slow of 
sale, and the only transaction reported is one 
of 100 bbls early in the week at 47c. More could 
probably be secured at this figure, though most 
dealers quote nothing under 48c, and in small 
parcels 49c. 

Elaine oil has a very limited sale, but is still 
quoted at 58@60c, and these figures are pretty 
firmly adhered to as to hand. No sales are re- 
ported for the past week.

Mineral Oils. 


Dullness prevailed to an unusual extent in 
mineral oils the past week. Jobbers have been 
anxious to realize on present holdings, but 
the stocks being of the high priced order 
they are not moving off satisfactorily; the 
sales as a general thing allow very little 
margin. The stock of parafiine oil is limited, 
but equal to the demand; very few transactions 
have occurred outside of 25 gravity, which 
can be had from 12c to l6c. The inside price 
may be bid foran inferior oil, but it finds no 
market. 28 gravity is also quoted as low as llc, 
but the regular price remains at 12@ 
2c: the quality obtainable at these figures is 
said to be 25 to 30c.t. Any higher gravity is not 
in demand; 30 gravity is offered at 10c with no 
takers. The only sales reported are some 100 
bbis, at the advanced price of 16c for 25 grav- 
ity, 

Summer black oils have met with a little 
better inquiry during the past four days. The 
old figure of 6¢c is still the base for most sales, 
but occasionally we hear of out of the way 
transactions. A lot of 175 bbls of summer oil 
is reported to have been disposed of at the 
fancy figure of 8¢c; smaller lots heretofore 
have changed hands at 7c. In other grades of 
black oil, there is a disposition among holders 
to shade prices and thus keep business moving, 
but it has not had that effect so far. The prin- 
cipal demand is for 15 c. t., which can be had at 
almost any price from 10 to 12c, although not 
strictly of that cold test for the first named 

gure. There has been very little call for zero 
oil; itis firm at old quotations. Most of the 

il sold below the regular market, is said to be 
from Western manufacturers,some of which has 
been rejected after a test disclosed it to be 10 
and 18 c. t. 

The cylinder stocks are not being forced upon 
the market and prices have remained steady, 
Light filtered oils are in excellent demand while 
the contrary is to be said concerning dark 
steamed refined and filtered. Full figures are

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Paraffine in Lubricating Oils. 


(Translated for the Or, PAINT AND DRUG 
REPORTER.) 
BY FR. BOLEG. 


In looking over the various reports and opin- 
ions on lubricating oils, recently published, I 
found that there isa great difference of opin- 
ion, regarding the influence of paraffine on the 
lubricating properties of an oil. In some cases 
the views expressed by well-known authorities, 
are diametrically opposed. 

Some declare that paraffine, or a mineral oil 
containing the same, isa good lubricant, par- 
ticularly for heavy machinery, with high speed. 
Others maintain that a lubricating oil contain- 
ing parafiine, is inferior in quality, some even 
insisting that it is injurious, without, however, 
giving sny ‘evidence to support their state- 
mente. 

As far as observation and experience go the 
lubricating properties of paraffine, and of oils 
containing it, cannot be denied. The enormous 
resistance to great pressures, makes these oils 
particularly good lubricators in special cases. 
In many cases, however, the low melting point 
of paraffine on the one hand, and the high sol- 
idifying point on the other, may render the use 
of such oils impracticable. They cannot for in- 
stance be employed in steam cylinders or other 
parts of machinery, which are exposed to ex- 
ternal heat, for the paraffine when heated to its 
melting point, loses its original body, and much 
of its lubricating properties. Neither can these 
oils be used in the open air, or places which are 
exposed to the cold, since the paraffine begins 
to solidify or separate out at + 7 deg. C. Thus 
far, both sides may be considered correct, ac- 
cording to circumstances. 

T wish to add a few observations, made from 
a different point of view. In the first place, the 
miucral lubricating oils, including some of 
those which are generally claimed to be free 
from paraffine, are not really free from it, but 
contain small quantities. It is true, that a 
large number of these evils, will answer 
the general requirements, separating no 
more paraffine when subjected to the 
cold test, and be considered free from paraffine. 
A further treatment, however, will generally 
show the presence of some paraffine. In the 
process of purification, especially when oxides, 
which give off oxygen are used, or when the 
oil is distilled or rectified in vacuo, paraffines 
are formed. A mineral lubricating oil, abso- 
lutely free from paraffine, is out of the ques- 
tion. Neither can it be said, that a mineral oil 
containing paraffine is not a good lubricant. 
The question is, how can the viscosity due to 
the paraffine be preserved, and how can the oil 
be kept from solidifying inthe cold? This is 
best effected by using superheated steam of 
500 to 600 deg. c, instead of acid, in the process 
of refining. In this way, the paraffine is con- 
verted into liquid hydrocarbons, and lubricat- 
ing oils of excellent quality are obtained.— 
Chem Zt’g.

The Scottish Mineral Oil Trade. 

Owing to the extraordinary increase in the 
number of oil-making companies in Scotland 
within a very recent period, keen and constant 
attention is paid to every phase of the enter- 
prise. For the six months now closing the 
dividends of the paying companies are assured 
and most of them will be paid this month at 
the rates which were fixed at an early period of 
the year. The amount of the coming dividends, 
for this reason, gives hardly any indication 
of the success or otherwise of the companies 
during the past few months, and it is this cir- 
cumstance which gives more than ordinary 
importance to any report that may be publish- 
ed as to the state of the market. Much de- 
pendence Thas been placed by the manufac- 
turers of late, and large sums of money derived 
by them from the sale of sulphate of ammonia, 
the price of which, however, not long ago 
sustained a very heavy drop. In the course of 
November this product was quoted at £13 per 
ton, but an improvement to the extent of 
about 20s has since been gained, and this is at- 
tributed chiefly to a!marked increase in the 
orders received from the continent of Europe. 
There is practicaliy no improvement in the 
price of lubricating oils, although they are 


meeting with a very extensive sale, The better 
qualities of paraffin candles have, however, 
made some increase.—Ironmonger.

Tt has been a week of unprecedented firmness 
in the market for refined, notwithstanding the 
| weak and irregular advices from Bremen and 
London, The position is well sustained, many 
| refineries refusing to do business even at 9\4c 
for 70 test, deliverable in January. This was 
| the case last Thursday and shippers finally ad- 
vanced their ideas sufficient to bid firmly and 
trecly 0'4c, without the desired effect of having 
| their contracts accepted. On that day there 
were spot re-sales offered at 914c, These were 
all taken at that price, the business aggregating 
about 12,000 bbis. On Friday and Saturday 
nothing of interest took place. Refiners were 
in no haste to accept current bids and shippers 
finally concluded to postpone further opera- 
tions until the new year had been fairly ushered 
in. Until then we will undoubtedly experience 
avery dull market, but the anticipations are 
favorable and a satisfactory tone pervades the 
entire market. . 

As usual during the holiday season,manufac- 
turers have a slow trade in refined for the city, 
local and out-of-town markets. Retailers, hav- 
ing well supplied themselves, then come in for 
their harvest. The jobbing movement, how- 
ever, has not altogether been without satisfac- 
tion and, in sympathy with the figures quoted 
by first hands a very strong schedule of prices 
has beenImaintained. There have beenoccasion- 
al orders for 110 test at 94@9\e, 120 test at 934@ 
10c. and“ flash” at 10¢; 150 test water white 
has sold to the extent of 1,000 bbls. in lots, at 
llc. and there the review of the jobbing mar- 
ket ceases. Beyond that, save that a strong 
undertone prevails, nothing further of interest 
can be mentioned, 

The case market has not been quite without 
annimation, though nearly so. There have been 
one ortwo orders for the Mediterranean and the 
Levant, but the movement to the East Indies 
has been chiefly on account of contracts en- 
tered into some weeks ago. Kefiners have had 
no difliculty in maintaining prices and the sit- 
uation is, at the moment, decidedly favorable 
to the selling interest. 

The movement in crude, naphtha, residuum 
and gasolene tor export has been exceedingly 
quiet. The two latter have received fair atten- 
tion for domestic consumption at fully sus- 
tained figures,

In Favor of Consolidation. 

It is now very probable that the New York 
Mining and National Petroleum Exchange and 
the New York Petroleum Exchange will con- 
solidate. The question was decided by vote in 
both Exchanges Saturday. The total number 
of votes cast in the New York Mining and Na- 
tional Petroleum Exchange was nine hundred 
and twenty-three. Eight hun lred and thirty- 
five were in favor of consolidation and eighty- 
seven opposed. In the New York Petroleum 
Exchange five hundred and nineteen votes 
were cast. Of that number,two hundred and 


sixty-nine were in the atlirmative and 
two hundred and (fifty in the nega- 
tive. The feeling was very strong 
in the New York Petroleuin’ Exchange 


when the result of the ballot was announced, 
Some of those who had voted against consoli- 
dation thought that the majority was not large 
enough to warrant the consolidation, The 
general feeling, however, is that it will be effect- 
ed, notwithstanding the small majority. 

The New York Mining and National Petrole- 
um Exchange appointed a committee composed 
of the following gentlemen for the purpuse of 
drawing up plans and submitting them to 4 
committee of three which will be appointed by 
the other exchange: President, C. O. Morris, 
John Stanton, C. F. Woods, 8. V. White, Charles 
George Wilson, and J. E. Little.

The Very “Original Jacobs” of the 
Petroleum Trade. 


While in Washington lately a representative 
ofthe Bradford Era ran across Dr. Brewer, 
sire of Eben Brewer, founder of the Bradford 
evening Star, and the honorable and able rep- 
resentative of the Chautauqua county, N. Y. 
district in Congress. He is among the oldest 
oilmenin the country. His experience was 
prior to that of Colonel! Drake and in many re 
spects more interesting than the falsely reputed 
discoverer of petroleum. 

In 1653 Dr. Brewer gathered two barrels of 
petroleum from Oil Creek and some surround- 
ing ponds of water that were covered with 
scum of it, by the aid of blankets, the primitive 
method employed by the Indians, who collected 
and sold the scum as Seneca oil. The same year 
the doctor organized the Pennsylvania Rock 
OilCompany. In 1854 he met Col. Drake i2 
New York, who hada few shares of the Pent- 
sylvania Rock Oil Company and was about 0 
be sent by financiers to the banks of Oil Creek 
to investigate the whereabouts and probable 
endurance of the Pennsylvania oil field. Ww 
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in the region Col. Prake collected 300 barrels. 
He did not realize much for it and up to this 
time his mission was practically a failure from 
a financial standpoint, and he had about made 
up his mind to return to the East, when he 
happened to hear of some drilling wells that 
had been started for oil but had found no 
traces of oil at Tarentum, on the banks of the 
Allegheny, above Pittsburgh, Pa. On his re- 
turnand after due investigation Col. Drake 
was Satisfied that oil could be found on the 
lands near Titusville by employing similar 
methods. He constructed a derrick. engine 
house and rig in the primitive designs of the 
times. It was miniature in size when compared 
with the enlarged oil well rigs of to-day, In- 
significant as it was it answered the purpose, 
however, and assisted the tools in discovering a 
pocket of vilat a depth of sixty-nine feet and 
six inches. I remember the inches, for depth 
and distance were kept with mathematical pre- 
cisiun even in those early days. For a time in 
oildom I recollect that such intelligence was 
among the lost arts, but I am glad to observe 
its rehabilitation by the shrewdest operators 
who are beginning to appreciate the full 


value of all statistics pertaining to the 
different strata in their wells. There 
could be no_ better information obtained 


by an operator. The subsequent develop- 
ments and history of Col. Drake are familiar to 
everybody. The first shipment of crude petro- 
leum out of the oil regions by Dr. Brewer in 
1853 are worthy of note as marking the pro- 
gress that has taken place in this commanding 
feature of the trade. The initiat‘'ve shipment 
was consigned by Dr. Brewer to Bissell & Ever- 
lett, whose office at that time was in the Apple- 
ton building, corner Brondway and Franklin 
street, New York. It left Titusville by wagon, 
thence to Erie, thence to Wistield by rail, 
thence to Buffalo via lake boats, thence to New 
York by the Erie Canal. The time consumed 
in reaching its destination was nearly three 
months. The vessels were not of as good ma- 
terial as the vessels are made these days. They 
leaked, and the odor being peculiar and offen- 
sive, their contents were the subject of strange 
and curious comment. Fora time they were 
left on the sidewalk in front of Appleton’'s 
book store on Broadway. The consignees not 
hearing of the shipment or being unwilling to 
trust them until they were definitely satisfied 
as to their ownership, did not hear the mutter- 
ings of the populace who wre even then devis- 
ing ways and means to rid the community of 
the unsavory contents of the two barrels. 
They at last imagined it would create an epi- 
demic in the neighborhood. A drayman who 
bad a local distinction for carting small-pox 
victims to the potter's field at piratical prices 
was prevailed upon to remove the objection- 
able vessels which the burning rays of the sun 
had by this time opened so wide that the oil was 
pouring forth insinallstreams. In the language 
of the narrator, he took it to the Lord only 
knows where, but to make a long story short, 
it finally was found and landed in the oflice of 
Bissell & Everlett, over Appleton’s book 
store. It was not there long before the 
crude asserted its velatile properties and 
commenced to seep through the floor and 
ceiling on the books and papers below of 
the renowned firm, who promptly raised a howl 
that ended when the oil was taken to other 
quarters. With a view to obtaining a scientific 
opinion on the oil a few gullons were taken to 
Professor Silliman, of Yale, who made a long 
and careful examination pronouncing the oi 
as having many valuable properties. It was 
rare in his estimation, so rare in fact, that it 
could never become an article of commerce, 
How extremely mistaken this distinguished 
scientist was in his opinion the oil trade and the 
world may answer. Sufliceit to say, that the 
false theories of aucient or modern philoso- 
phers were ‘never more effectually expoded, 
In order to show that Dr. Brewer was one of 
most advanced men of the times I might state 
that when Col. Drake struck the first well he 
made a prediction that the world would some 
day be consuming 10,000 barrels of crude petro- 
leumaday. He sold oil for twelve and a half 
and fifty centsa gallon and as high as $a 
barrel. He also parted with some grease as low 
as twenty-five cents a barrel. What wonder- 
fulstrides the oil trade has taken since the 
active days of Brewer, Drake and a few more 
pioneers, who braved and weathered the storms 
and privations of the early days in the history 
of the trade! One hundred thousand barrels 
of oil can now be shipped from the neighbor- 
hood of the first strike to the sea coastin a 
period of twenty-four hours. Dr. Brewer's 
prediction that 10,000 barrels a day would be 
produced was verified ten-fold in 1882, when 
the daily production was conceded to be above 
100,000 barrels a day from the entire field. It is 
now 65,000 a day. According to the most relia- 
ble figures obtainable the world is consuming 
from 60,000 to 65,000 barrels aday more or less

Petroleum in Mexico. 


Mr. Alfred R. Conkling, who has lately re 
turned from Mexico,delivered a lecture on Mon- 
day evening before the Geographical Society 
on the resources of Mexico, and in it spoke a 
some length of the development of the oil fields 
of that country. “Mexico,” he said, “is capa- 
ble of producing all the oil she needs, and of 
selling large quantities to the outside world. 
She has two principal fields which are worked, 
One lying in the West, in the State of Oaxac4 





and the other in the East, in the State of Vera 
Cruz. The city of Vera Cruz is the principal 
entrance to the city of Mexico, and is the route 
by which most of its European and American 
commodities are obtained. Itis the capital of 
the State of the same name, which lies along 
the coast for a long distance and extends inland 
nearly a hundred miles. Its total area is sev- 
enty or eighty thousand square miles. Although 
the coast is sandy, the oil fields are found not 
far back from the shore line, some of them not 
being more than fifteen miles distant. The 
wells are sunk in sandstone, and yield profusely’ 
They have, until lately, been unknown to for- 
eigners or to travelers, unless resident in the 
country for a long time, but have been known 
to natives for many years. It is not much 
more than a year since they first drew the at- 
tention of capitalists, and since that time they 
have been very rapidly developed. There is 
no systematic collection of statistics practiced 
there, andI cannot tell you how much they 
produce, but they yield in large quantities,and 
are supplying a large portion of that republic. 
Three refineries are in operation, and are kept 
constantly employed. Two American compan- 
ies are in existence there, of one of which Gov- 
ernor Butler, of Massachusetts, is president 
the principal office being located in Boston. 
The other company I can tell you nothing 
about, The most extensive oil wells are found 
near Tuxpan, in that State, where they are put 
down after the American fashion. Experts say 
that the product is equal in richness to that of 
the United States, and that Mexico will svon 
begin exporting, as the supply is abundant for 
home purposes, affording a surplus for expor- 
tation to the southern portion of the United 
States and Europe. It is probable that New 
Orleans, Galveston and other cities on the Gulf 
coast will become the depots for the supply of 
petruleum to the interior ports of the United 
States. Instead of importing a million anda 
half of gallons from us in a year, she will be 
competing with us everywhere where she has 
direct communication. Owing to the scarcity 
of coalin that country, petroleum must take 
the place of gasin the illumination of houses 
and streets, and there will also be a large de- 
mand for it as motive power in factories and 
shops. I am not sufficiently familiar with what 
they are doing to give much information about 
the wells situated there, but understand they 
are numerous. No pipe lines have been con- 
structed in the State of Vera Cruz, this being a 
little premature. There are large beds of as- 
phalt in the immediate vicinity of the petrole- 
um fields. With the exception of silver, no 
product found in Mexico will be of more im- 
portance than petroleum,

An English View of American 
Petroleum, 

The following circular recently issued by 
Messrs. G. C. Knight & Co., of London, is inter- 
esting as giving an intelligent foreign view of 
the American petroleum situation : 

The true significance of the recent advance 
in petroleum being apparently not appreciated 
by the trade in England, we think some expla- 
nation of the causes which have preduced this 
result may not be out of place. 

We propose to deal first with the position of 
refined petroleum, and then with the position 
of the crude article. 

The article consumed and dealt in in the Eu- 
ropean market is retined petroleum, and the 
original source of supply—the refiners in Amer- 
ica. For several years past there has been 
great and continually increasing competition 
in the business of transporting petroleum from 
the producing districts and refining it at the 
seaboard, the business of transporting und re- 
fining virtually being combined, since pipe 
lines have taken the place of railways as the 
mean@ of transportation. The competition 
was between the refineries of the Standard Oil 
Company whose crude oil was transported by 
the United and Seaboard Pipe Lines, and the 
refineries, whose crude oil was transported by 
the Tidewater Pipe Line, which was opposed to 
the United Pipe Line. This competition be- 
came keener and keener, until at last, instead 
of a profit, both pipe lines and refiners found 
themselves to be working at a loss. In Aug- 
ust !ast an arrangement was made between the 
pipe line companies, pooling the business of 
transportation, thus placing all the refineries 
on the same footing with regard to their sup- 
ply of crude oil. The result of this has been, 
that those refiners who were previously inde- 
pendent of the Standard Oil Company—owing 
to their independent supply of crude oil—be- 
came virtually controlled by that corporation 
in its capacity of proprietor of the United Pipe 
Lines, and the consequence has been that all 
the refiners have entered into an arrangement 
with the Standard Oil Company, giving the lat- 
ter the practical control of all the refined oil 
produced in America. 

Their control, in fact, is now greater than it 
was in either 1876 or in 1880. The only draw- 
back to an immediate advance in prices in Au- 
gust last, was the existence of large stocks in 
the European markets, and the fact that before 
the combination was effected large contracts 
had been entered into by the refiners attow 
prices, for September, October and November 
shipments. These contracts have now been 
filled, and for two months past hardly any fresh 
contracts have been entered into, since the 
prices in America ever since the combination 
have been considerably above the prices ruling 
in Europe, 
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The consequence has been, that Europe has 
written off twv months’ consumption (or some- 
thing like 1,300,000 barrels) from her supply, 
without replacing it by fresh purchases. In 
estimating the visible supply it is entirely erron- 
eous to look only at the quantities in stock 
afloat and loading. The quantities contracted 
for, for future shipment, are as much a part of 
the visible supply as the actual stock, but gen- 
erally this very important item is entirely dis- 
regarded in forming estimates. Looking at 
the supply to-day, as a whole, that is taking oil 
in stock, afloat, loading and contracted for, the 
European markets possess much less than is 
usually the case at this period of the year. 

This fact the refiners are thoroughly aware 
of, and they know that before long dealers on 
this side will also become aware of it, and want 
to replace, by fresh purchases, the quantities 
they are selling, and consequently the refiners 
have advanced their prices 4% cent per gallon, 
and as soon as Europe commences to buy in 
earnest, a considerable further rise may be ex- 
pected. 


The present advance is merely the readjust- 
ment of the relative values of refined and crude 
oil to a basis giving the refiners a tair manufac- 
turing profit instead of a loss. 


Whether they will demand more than moder- 
ate profit, when Europe requires oil, remains to 
be seen, but we may rest assured, that after a 
long period of unprofitable busines, the refiners 
will at any rate insist on a good profit, now 
they are united and have the making of the 
price entirely in their own hands. 

This being the position of the American mar- 
ket, and the cost of importation being at pres- 
ent 734d to 774d London delivered terms, we see 
no reason for the low prices at present ruling 
inthe Lonéon market, and we feel persuaded 
that London prices will gradually work up to 
the level of import cost. 

With regard to crude oil, everything depends 
on the production. 

Last winter it fell to about 60,000 barrels per 
day, but by the wholesale use of nitro-glycerine 
among the wells and the active drilling of new 
wells in the older districts during the spring 
and summer, it was increased to about 64,000 








per day, at which it has been maintained (by 
the above means) until quite recently. 


Within the last few weeks, however, the in- 
evitable result of this unnatural treatment is 
becoming apparent, and many wells are show- 
ing symptoms of collapse, which, with the ad- 
vent of cold weather, we expect to be on a 
large scale. 


Declines in the production have always come 
suddenly, and have generally manifested them- 
selves at this time of the year, when, owing to 
cold weather, the density of the oil makes it 
more difficult for the gas to force it up. 

Competent authorities estimate that, before 
the year is out, the production trom all the 
fields will be reduced to 50,000 @ 55,0U0 barrels 
per day; while the present consumption is 
about 75,000 per day, and the average annual 
consumption is about 60,000 to 65,000 barrels per 
day. 

For three months past the stock has been 
drawn upon to the extent of about 13,000 bar- 
rels per day, and it appears n w certain that 
for many months to come this reduction mus 
go on in increasing proportions. 

All attempts to discover a new field have 
failed, and until April or May next very little 
is likely to be done in the way of further search, 
and success then is by no means certain. 

It is true that the stock of crude oil above 
ground is large, but with such an immense 
daily requirement the future of production is 
what will rule the market, especially having 
regard to the facilities existing in America for 
carrying large stocks. 

If, during the next few weeks, the decline in 
the production makes the further progress 
expected, we shall see higher prices for crude 
oil, and consequently higher prices for refined, 
as we muy be sure the retiners will now take 
advantage of every opportunity to advance 
the selling price of refined. 

In our opinion the present movement is a 
permanent advance to a higher level of prices 
for refined oil, for the reasons above given, and 
we advise our customers to hold good stocks, 
and endeavor, for the present, to forget their 
experience of the lust few years, which were 
owing to entirely different circumstances.

which are in short supply and are usually 
actively inquired for during the winter 
months. Dealers who have been complaining all 
the year at the dull trade which has apparantly 
prevailed, are agreeably disappoinied at find- 
ing that they have done their usua) business, 
their continual complaints having been due to 
the policy adopted by consumers of buying on- 
ly in small lots as wanted, leaving the dealers 
to carry the stocks, they believing that the 
market was on the downward turn. They seem 
to have altered their opinions now, and come to 
the conclusion that bottom had been reached. 
As evidence of this latter fact, we would callat- 
tention to the following list of changes, which 
it will be seen are mostly in favor of an ad-

The ateady tone which we reported in our 
last has continued all the week and the market 
is very firm. There is a better feeling all round 
and holders are keeping their stocks in prefer- 
ence to selling at present quotations, as the 
greatest confidence is now manifested ina fur- 
ther advance.

On spot some transactions are 
reported, 17 cs new goods being taken at $3 80 
duty paid and 10 in lots atsame figure.. There 
have also been a few parcels of old at $3 70@3 75 
some 12 cs being placed, but these figures are 
now below holders’ ideas, and $380 is quoted 
for old and $390 for new, single cases being 
taken at these figures, though buyers claim to 
be able to shade thema fraction. A fair inquiry 
is reported for small lots for present wants and 
in this way $3 85@3 95 are the general asking 
rates with sales, but some dealers will not name 
less than even money. Powdered is firmer and 
is quoted at $5 00@5 25. 

Mo. phiue is rather firmer, though no change 
has been made as yet, and dealers are looking 
for an advance, Orders are coming in rather 
freely for the season, the firmer figures for 
opium bringing buyers into market. The 
price from makers is still $3 25, and orders are 
being filled at this. There is nothing offering 
from second hands, as stocks are being held 
out of market at the moment. Foreign is sell- 
ing slowly, but the price is steady at $2 80@3 00, 
as to packing.

when goods are actually wanted that a 
bid of $165 will be made.

Domestic is still quoted at 75@s0c as 
to packing, while foreign is obtainable at 65@

Tartar Emetic Substitute. 


(Translated for the O11, PAINT AND DRUG 
REPORTER.) 

Under the above name, an article has recently 
been introduced in commerce, which on ac- 
count ot its low price, fine appearance, and 
solubility, has to a very large extent replaced 
tartar emetic. Its external appearance is so 
very much like that of the potassium antimo- 
nious tartrate, that they can only be distin- 
guished by chemical analysis. The low price 
of this new compound, is the chief cause of its 
largely being substituted for tartar emetic in 
dyeing and printing. We were interested to 
know, whether the value of this preparation 
was the same as that of the tartar emetic, and 
therefore subjected it toa thorough examina- 
tion. 

Wesoon found that the new “tartar emetic” 
does not contain a trace of tartaric acid, but 
that itis a potassium antimonious oxalate. <A 
quantitative analysis proved its identity with 
the salt C,0,,SbK,+6H,0, first prepared by 
Souchay and Lenssen. 

This salt contains 23.67 per cent. antimonic 
oxide, while the potassium antimonious tar- 
trate, contains 43.7 per cent. Thetartar emetic 
consequently contains almost twice as much of 
the effective antimonic oxide. The small dif- 
ference in the price, is in no proportion to the 
effectiveness. In addition to this, the manu- 
tacturer effects a considerable saving, by using 
the cheap oxalic acid in place of the expensive 
tartaric acid. 

We have convinced ourselves, that the man- 
ufacture of this “tartar emetic substitute’ is 
very simple. It is only necessary to saturate a 
boiling solution of acid pOtassium oxalate with 
freshy precipitated antimonic oxide, and to 
filter boiling hot. On cooling the salt is ob- 
tained in the form of most beautiful crystals, 
which in appearance and all properties are 
identical with the recrystallized commercial 
product.—Chem. Ztg.

Asphaltum Pavements, 


Large quantities of asphaltum are used in the 
construction of pavements in various parts of 
the country, and a description of the most ap- 
proved method now in use may not prove with- 
out interest, especially to dealers in asphaltum. 
After a foundation of cement, mortar and con- 
crete has been made, there is laid the wearing 
surface or pavement proper, the basis of which 
or paving cement must be pure Trinidad as- 
phaltum unmixed with any of the products of 
ceal tar. The wearing surface should be com- 
posed of: 1. Refined Trinidad asphaltum, 2. 
Heavy petroleum oil. 3. Fine sand, containing 
not more than 1 per centum of hydrosilicate of 
alumina, 4. Fine powder of carbonate of lime. 

The Trinidad asphaltum (so-called), whether 
crude or refined, as found in this market, con- 
tains from 20 tu 35 per cent of impurities, and 
is especially refined and brought toa uniform 
standard of purity and gravity. 

The heavy petroleum oil, which may be the 
residuum by distillation of the petroleum oils 
as found in the murket, generally contains 
water, light oils, coke anda gummy substance 
soluble in water. This petroleum oil is freed 
from all impurities and brought to a specific 
gravity of from 18 deg. to 22 deg. Beaume, and 
a fire test of 121 deg. C. 

By melting and mixing these two bydrocar- 
bons, petroleum oil and asphaltum, the matrix 
of the pavement, called asphaltic cement, is 
manufactured, which cement has a fire test of 
121 deg. C., and at a temperature of 15.5 deg. C. 
has a specific gravity of 1. 19. 

They are mixed in the following proportions 
by weight: Pure asphalt, 100 parts; heavy pe- 
troleum oil, 15 to 20 parts, 

The asphaltic cement being made in the man- 
ner above described, the pavement mixture is 
formed of the following materials, andin the 
proportions stated: Asphalt cement, from 12 
to 15; sand, from 83 to 80; pulverized carbonate 
of lime, from 5 to 15, 

It order to make the pavement homogeneous 
the proportion of asphaltic cement must be va- 
ried according to the quality and character of 
the sand. The sand and asphaltic cement are 
heated separately to about 149 deg C, The pul- 
verized carbonate of lime, while cold, is mixed 
with the hot sand in the required proportions, 
and is then mixed with the asphaltic cement at 
the required temperature and in the proper 
proportion, in a suitable apparatus, which will 
effect a perfect mixture, 

The pavement mixture, prepared in the man- 
ner thus indicated,should be laid on the founda- 
tion in two coats. The first coat,called cushion 
coat, should eontain from 2to 4 per cent more 
asphaltic cement than given above; it should be 
laid to such depth as will give a thickness of 
half an inch after being consolidated by the roll- 
The second coat, called surface-coat, prepared 
as above specified,should be laid on the cushion- 


























coat; it should be brought to the ground i" . 


carts, at a temperature of about 121 deg. C., and 
if the temperature of the air is less than 10 deg., 
iron carts with heating apparatus should be used 
in order to maintain the proper temperature of 
the mixture, it must then be carefully spread, 
by means of hot iron rakes, in such a manner 
as to give a uniform and regular grade, and to 
such depth that after having received its ulti- 
mate compression it shall have a thickness of 
two inches. The surface must then be com- 
pressed by hand rollers; after which a small 
amount of hydraulic cement should be swept 
over it, and it must then be thoroughly com- 
pressed by a steam roller, weighing not less 
than 250 pounds to the inch-run, the rolling 
being continued for not less than five hours for 
every 1,000 yards of surface. 

The powdered carbonate of lime must be of 
such degree of fineness that 5 to 15 per cent by 
weight of the entire mixture for the pavement 
shall be an impalpable powder of limestone, 
and the whole of it shall pass a No. 26 screen, 
The sand must be of such size that none of it 
will pass a number 80 screen, and the whole of 
it shall pass a No. 10 screen. In order to make 
the gutters,which are consolidated but little by 
traffic, entirely impervious to water, a width of 
twelve inches next the curb should be coated 
with hot pure asphalt and smoothed with hot 
smoothing irons, in order to saturate the pave- 
ment to a certain depth with an excess of as- 
phalt.

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Copra From the Friedly Islands. 


The United States Consul at Pogopago writes 
to the American Exporter that almost the only 
thing produced in this country for export is 
copra, the eatable substance inside of the nul 
of the cocoanut tree cut out of ita shell and 
sun dried. Cargoes of this article are annual- 
ly shipped from these islands, most frequently 
to Europe direct, but sometimes by way of the 
Anstralian colonies, and by way of San Fran- 
cisco. The trade of this commodity through- 
out this group of islands is chiefly in the hands 
of two German firms, The centre of their es- 
tablishments for trade is at Apio island of Up- 
olu of this group, Samoa, and they have agen- 
cies at most every village or town throughout 
the entire group. The natives who make the 
copra are paid for it at the rate of 144 to 14 cts, 


per Ib, in trade and from 1 to 144 cts. per Ib. in 
cash. ‘The last accounts are that in England 
copra was £20 158. per ton. The whole produc- 
tion of copra of the group is taken in small 
craft to Apia and thence exporses in large ves- 
sels to foreign parts. Apia is also the empori- 
um for copra made at a multitude of the other

Copper Butyrate as a Reagent for 


High boiling Hydrocarbons, 
DR. G. HEPPE. 

The behavior of copper butyrate with hydro- 
carbons, when heated, varies. Some of the 
hydrocarbons leave the copper salt unchanged, 
simply dissolving it while hot, and separating 
it in a crystalline state on cooling, while others 
decompose the butyrate, with the separation of 
cuprous oxide. I have recently proposed this 
salt as a reagent for the detection of adultera- 
tions of petroleum and kerosene oils, with oils 
from lignite tar. At the time, I could only 
apply the test to American petroleum, and was 
therefore in doubt, whether the test would also 
hold good for other varicties, Having suc- 
ceeded in obtaining samples of genuine Cau 
casian petroleum, I am enabled to confirm, that 
the test is also applicable to this oil, and that 
an adulteration of Caucasian petroleum, with 
oil obtained by the distillation of coal, can be 
detected by meuns of the copper butyrate. 

If the copper salt is heated to 120 deg. C with 
a mixed oil, the solution is colored yellow, and

Many of the wild stories of merman and mer- 
maid may be traced to these creatures. The 


Portuguese and Spanish sailors call them the 
woman-fish, and the dutch call the dugong the 
* Baardmannetje,” or the little bearded man; 
English sailors call them “‘sea-cows” and the 
“woman-fish,” and the French call them “sea- 
oxen.”” They chiefly abound in tropical seas, 
They nurse their young with singular tender- 
ness and affection, and when a young is spear- 
ed, the mother follows it, and suffers herself to 
be taken rather than desert it. The Malays re- 
gardthem with a certain amount of reverence, 
as typical of maternal affection. When the 
young are taken, they utter a sharp, short cry, 
and are said to shed tears, which the Malars 
carefully collect and preserve as a charm for 
securing affection. Many other stories are told 
of their gentleness. Whenthe Isle of France 
was first colonized, they were seen feeding in 
flocks of three or four hundred in four-fathom 
water, and were so tame that they suffered 
themselves to be handled; but, as they were 
captured in large numbers, they soon altered 
their habits in this respect.

ing it slightly it becomes liquid and quite clear. 
It | At present but little of this oil finds its way 
into this country, though at Stradbroke Island 
and other ploces in Queensland the capture of 
the dugongand the extraction of its oilisa 
well established industry. “Redspinner” tells 
us that “Australia at the present time absorbs 
pearly all the dugong oil that is manufactured, 
but it is idle to suppose that either the capabil- 
ities of the Queensland waters tor supplying 
the dugong, or the utilization of the creature 
when captured, have been thoroughly tested; 
the supply is never abreast of the demand.” 
Dr. Hobbs, of Brisbane, has tested the medici- 
nal properties of the oil, and asserts, as a result 
of twenty-five years experience in administer- 
ing itto his own patients, that it haa all the 
merits of cod liver oil without its unpleasant 
flavor. It can be taken without nausea or dis- 
agreeing with the most sensitive stomach. 
“Redspinner”’ has “used it instead of butter 
with toast,” bas “eaten delicate pastry made 
from dugong lard,"’ has “fried fish with it,”’ and

According to Beilstein and Kurbatow, the 
petroleum oils from Central Caucasia consist 
essentially of hydrocarbons of the series Cn Ha 
n+, which are also found in American petro- 
leum, The petroleum from Baku consists of 
hydrocarbons having the formula Cn Hyn. 
The Caucasian petroleum, which I have in my 
possession, has an odor which is altogether dif- 
ferent from that of American petroleum, and 
I believe that it is not from Central Caucasia 
but from Eastern Caucasia (Baku), and there- 
fore consists essentially of the hydrocarbon 
Cn Hgn. For this reason it appears, that the 
hydrocarbons belonging to both these series, 
do not effect the decomposition of the copper 
butyrate, when heated to 210 deg. A difference 
was found between the behavior of American 
and Caucasian petroleum, and copper butyrate 
at temperatures above 210-220 deg. C, although 
up to this temperature, they both reacted alike, 
The Caucasian oil did not change the copper 
salt at the higher temperatures; the American 
oil, however, effected decomposition, with the 
formation of a brown precipitate. Molten

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The Preparation of Alum. 


This salt, improperly denominated sulphate 
of alumina in the modern nomenclature, is by 
far the most important of all those with earthy 
bases. The earth forms the base of alum 
is alumina, which is one of the most exten- 
sively diffused in nature, its properties having 
been familiar to mankind from the eartiest an- 
tiquity. 

The simplest process by which alum is pre- 
pared, says the Glassware Reporter, is that in 
use at the Solfatara, near Naples. It has been 
described by the Abbe Mazeas, and Fougeroux 
de Bondaroy. 

The Solfatara, called by the ancients Forum 
Vulcani, isasmall plain on the top of a hill 
covered with a white soii, in which are per- 
ecived numerous round holes or craters, from 
which sulphurous vapors are constantly as- 
cending. The ground, even at the surface, is 
considerably warm, and at the depth of a very 
few inches is so hot asto be intolerable to the 
hand. It is celebrated by Pliny for its sulphur, 
but the alum establishment is of a much later 
origin. The white clayey soil of this plain, 
being penetrated and entirely impregnated by 
sulphurous vapors, forms a rich ore of alum, 
asinay be ascertained by its strong styptic 
taste when applied tothe tongue. In order to 
extract the salt, a shed is erected, in the mid- 
dle of which is placed a large oblong leaden 
cistern, let into the ground almost up to the 
brim, in order to receive a proper {quantity of 
the subterranean heat: this cistern is surround- 
ed by smaller cauldrons, let into the gronnd in 
the same manner. When all ig prepared, the 
extraction of the alum begins by putting some 
of the aluminous earth into the cistern, and 
pouring water upon it; this mixture is care- 
fully stirred, tillthe whole of the salt is dis-

where it is mixed with earth as before. The 
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crystals of alum are purified by a second solu- 
tion and crystallization, after which they are fit 
for the market. Hence itappears that the alum 
exists ready formed in the earth of the Solfa- 
tara, and that the whole of the manufacturing 
part is reduced merely to lixiviation and puri- 
fication. This alum, from the careless method 
of preparing it, is considerably fouled by sul- 
phate of iron. The proportion of alum con- 
tained in the ore must of necessity be very var- 
ious; a specimen analyzed by Bergman, yielded 
only eight per cent. whereas the Abbe Mazeas 
procured by simple lixiviation,two pounds and 
a half of crystals from six pounds of the earth 

or about forty-one per cent. It is observable 
that no addition of potash or ammonia is made 
in this manufacture, the alkali must therefore 
exist in the ore. As no analysis has been made 
of this alum, it is impossible to tell which al- 
kali it contains. 

The alum works of La Tolfa, near Civita 
Vecchia, are among the oldest in Europe, and 
as the alum manufactured here is reckoned the 
purest of any, we shall give a detailed account 
of the process, as reported by the Abbe Mazeas 
and Fougeroux de Bondaroy, to whom we have 
already been indebted for the preceding par- 
ticulars. 

The ore made use of at La Tolfa is the 
Alaunstein of the Germans, which is procured 
about a mile off the place where it is manufac- 
tured. It is found in irregular strata, and deep, 
almost perpendicular, veins in the side of a hill; ; 
and when unmixed with other substances, is 
of a yellowish white color, and so hard as to re- 
quire blasting by gunpowder. Being broken 
into pieces of a moderate size, it is first of all 
roasted. The furnace made use of for this pur- 
pose is a cylindrical cavity in a mass of 
masonry, the greater part of which is occupied 
by a hemispherical dome, with a large round 
aperture in its top. The fuel, which is wood, is 
conveyed by aside door into the dome, and the 
alum ore is piled skillfully over the aperture, 
so as to form asmaller dome, whose diameter is 
equal to that of the apesture in the lower one. 
As soon as the fire is kindled the smoke and 
flame penetrate through the interstices} of the 
pieces of ore, and quickly heat the whole mass. 
For the first three or four houre the smoke 
escapes in dense volumes, but by degrees it ac- 

uires a whiter color, the pieces of ore become 
of a light red or rose color, and a faint smell of 
liver of sulphur becomes manifest. At theend 
of twelve or fourteen hours the fire is extin- 
guished, and when the alum stones are grown 
cool they are taken down, and again arranged 
in the same manner as before, only observing 
to place those pieces near the center of the fire 
which were before at the sides, that the whole 
may be equally calcined. The second roasting 
continues nearly as long as the first, and the 
stones are considered to have been properly 
managed if they are of an uniform white color, 
and considerably stytic when applied to the 
tongue. 

The second process commences by piling the 
stones upon a smoeth sloping floor, in long 
parallel ridges, between each of which isa 
trench filled with water; from this trench the 
beds are frequently sprinkled, in proportion as 

hey become dry by the action of the sun and 
wind. After a few days the pieces of roasted 
ore begin to swell and crack, and fall to powder 
like quick lime when it is slaked, acquiring 
at the same time a light reddish color; and at 
the end of forty days, more or less, this opera- 
tion is completed. Its success is materially in- 
fluenced by sunshiny weather, the hottest 
periods of the year producing the best alum, 
and in the largest proportions, while long- 
continued rains entirely exhaust and spoil the 
ore, 

The next stage of the manufacture consists 
in dissolving the alum out of the ore, and dis- 
posing it to crystallize. For this purpose a 
leaden boiler is filled two-thirds with water, 
and portions of the decomposed ore are suc- 
cessively stirred in, till the vessel is nearly full; 
when the liquor begins to boil it is diligently 
stirred up from the bottom, that the whole of 
the alum may be dissolved, and the waste by 
evaporation is supplied from time to time by 
the mother water of a preceding crystallization 
At the end of about twenty-four hours the fire 
is extinguished, and the liquor is left at rest 
for the particles of earth to subside; as soon as 
this has taken place, a stop-cock, fixed in the 
side of the boiler, about one-third of its height 
from the bottom, is opened and the clear solu 

ion is transferred along a wooden spout into 
square wooden reservoirs, seven feet high by 
five wide. so constructed as to be readily taken 
to pieces; in these it remains about a fort- 
night, during which time the alum crystallizes 
in irregular masses upon the sides and bottom, 
The mother liquor is of a flesh color and unctu- 
ous appearance, and still rich in alum, it is 
therefore transferred into shallow receptacles, 
where it deposits after a time, both earth and 
crystals; these latter are taken out and separ- 
ated from the impurities by washing in the 
residual! fluid. Finally, this fluid itself is let out 
into a deep reservoir,whence it is pumped to be 
mixed with fresh water and earth in the leaden 
boiler as already mentioned. The earth, after 
having been once lixiviated, is thrown away al- 
though by simple boiling with sulphuric acid, 
it may be made to yield a considerable quantity 
of pure alum, 


The uses of alum are various and important. 
It is an article in the materia medica; itisa 
necessary ingredient in most kinds of pigments 
and lake colors, and in the yarioug processes

With the exception of a few small parcels 
Azimghur and a parcel of 56 chts cross WCK 
(European Oudes), only native Oudes were put 
up, the assortment of which again left much to 
be desired. The proportion of really good lots 
was disappointingly small, and the demand 
for these was consequently very strong, an ad- 
vance of about 5 above our last quotations 
being paid. Inferior and undesirable lots were, 
however, also competed for, but prices were 
not quotably higher. Theabove mentioned par- 
cel cross WCK Bholee,valued 4-7 July, fetched 
Rs195, only a small part being of desirable 
quality; for one of the latter lots as much as 
Rs227-8 was paid, For a showy lot of Azimghar, 
not quite clean pasted, Rs235 was paid. What 
little else we have seen from these districts is 
not very promising as far as quality is con- 
cerned, being more defective and Jess bright in 
color than last year; the paste is also rather 
more impure and spotted than usual. The new 
arrivals of Oudes show no improvement in 
quality, and we may therefore assume that this 
year’s crop has produced very little of really 
good quality. The defects already mentioned 
in our last reports have, in the same degree, 
shown themselves again this week. As regards 
the quality of Chumparun and Chuprah, we 
can confirm what we stated last week. Tirhoot, 
however, to judge trom newly arrived boiling 
samples, may be expected to come up to aver- 
age quality. Our remarks, of course, refer 
only to boiling samples of the first cuttings; of 
“khoonties’"’ very few samples only have arrived 
up to the present. There are to-day about 
12,600 mds out of the market,and the shipments 
we apportion as under: England 586 chts, 
France 253 chts, Continent 115 chts, America 
217 chts (199 chts per steamer), Gulf, etc., 3 chts; 
total 1,174 chts,

Pr. Trimen’s Report on the Cinchona 
Plantations of the Nilgiris. 


In the earlier half of this year, Dr. Trimen yis- 
ited the Nilgiri Cinchona Plantations, prior to 
their being placed under the charge of Mr. Law- 
son, of Oxford. The result is an elaborate re- 
port which is published in the Ceylon Observer, 
in which most of the disputed questions on the 
botany of the species and cultivated in 
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India are thoroughly examined and most of them, 
we should think, settled. Dr Trimen as strongly 
as ever contends for the hybrid origin of the ro- 
bust forms of cinchona which have appeared on 
plantations,and received the varying appela- 
tions besides that contended for by Mr. 
Cross, of pubescens, lonoosa, magnifolia, eto. 
To the apparently strong argument that plants 
of the forms about which controversy has raged 
existed amongst the oldest trees on Naduvatam, 
he opposed the facts revealed by the records, 
that quite a number of the original trees were 
cut down, the vacancies from this cause as well 
as from ‘‘ Cying out " being supplied by plants 
from locally produced seed, some of the plants 
from such seed being evitably hybrids, judging 
from all experience in India and Ceylon, where 
different species are attributed with covery reach 
of each other. Talking of “dying out,’ it is 
now evident that even on the best Nilgiri plan- 
tations the losses from this cause have been 
very heavy, while whole plantations, such as 
Hooker’s and Wood’s at Pykara, have suffered 
so much that their abandonment is recommend- 
ed. The tale has been much the same on the 
Nilgiris and in British Sikkim as in Ceylon, and 
also in Java, although in the latter case toa far 
lesser extent. The cinchonas seem to be just as 
capricious as to soil and climate, as they are va- 
tiable inform and “sporting’’in character, to 
the disturbance of the equanimity of grave and 
reverend professors of botany and experts in 
bark. 

Pr. rimen is at pains to trace the chronologi- 
cal introduction of the various cinchonas exist- 
ing onthe Nilgiris. Of C. succirubra, the most 
successful kind though not the best in quality, 
seeds of plants were obtained In February and 
April, 1861, over 22 years ago. In December of 
31851, Dr. Anderson brought seed of C. lancifolia 
from Java. The grey barks were also introduced 
in 1861, and so was the poor sort, C Pahadiana, 
from Java. In February and March 1862 seeds 
of C. officinalis were obtained, and in April of 
the same year a plant of the best variety from 
Mr. Howard. It was 1865 betore the calisayas 
were introduced, including Mr. Money’s share of 
Ledger’s seed. Some other forms of calisaya 
were added in 1866 and 1867. C Pitayo or C. 
Pitayensis arrived in 1869, In 1880, came the 
soft and bard Carthagena or Columbian barks, 
of which Mr. Howard seems to hope weil. In 
March 1883, seeds of a calisaya stated to the 
“verde” and “morada”’ of Bolivia were intro- 
duced, from which numerous seediings have 
been raised. Of all these, only succirubra and 
officinalis have been as yet assured successes on 
the Nilgiris. For Ledgeriana, Dr. Trimen re- 
commends a new plantation at an altitude of be- 

ween 3,000 and 4,000 feet. That altitude on the 
slopes of the Nilgiris generally means fever. If 
only there is free soil and shelt er, we do not see 
why Ledgerians should not flourish at 5,000 feet 
in Ceylon. Mr. Markham wrote a book to prove 
the wrong done to the Countess Chinchon, by 
the jspelling ‘“‘cinchonas”’ and had in- 
fluence enough with the Government to 
secure the plants ‘‘ehinchonas’’ in official reports, 
But Dr. Trimen pleads for uniformity, and 
states he is not aware of one living botanist 
who writes the name otherwise than cinchona. 
From Dr. Trimen’s valuable report we cannot do 
more than quote a few paragraphs of the botan- 
ical portion of the report ; but we give part II, 
which is of a more popular and generally inter 
esting character, entire : 


“C. pitayensis, Wedd.—Of this remarkable 
species there are some 45 or 50 trees in a clump 
near ‘the Jail” at Dodabetta. They are very 
strikirg from their habit being so unlike all the 
other cultivated species ; indeed they rather sug- 
gest at first a Lauraceous tree or a Symplocos 
than a Cinchona. The species is but little known 
to botanists. The branches curvo strongly down- 
wards for most of their length and then turn up 
wards suddenly at their ends; here the leaves 
are crowded, which are stiff, thick and polished, 
end stand erect with their pointed ends upwards, 
The trees were past flowering at the time of my 
vi-it, and I was unable to examine the corolla, 
so remarkable for being hairy within ; but the 
young fruit was characteristic enoug», crowned 
w'th the persistent long almost setaceous calyx- 
rezmente. I was glad tosee that some propagation 
of this species was being undertaken ; it appears 

o | ave been singularly neglected. It is true we 
-2¢ in the reports of the late Superintendent of 
50° planted out in 1872 at Dodabetta and 400 at 
Ho er plantati n and of no less than 4,386 put 
out 1 1874, at the latter, bnt not one of these, I 
beli\+, now exists. The tree affords true Pitayo 
bai’ ; three different varieties were collected by 
Mr. ‘ ‘ross, and I noticed among the trees some 

ai. ng slightly from the rest in having shorter 
and ° roader leaves. 


C. Humboldtiana, Lamb.—I was enabled to 

ame Colonel Beddome’s unknown species, the 

celebrated C. crispa’’ of Mr. Cross from my ex- 
amination of the material in the London‘herbaria. 
The original specimens of this species were collect- 
ed by Pavon ; they are in the British Museum and 
abelled by him ‘'C. sp. nova de Jaen de Loxa en 
Quito.” The sheets are named by Lambert C. 
Humboldtiana, a name which he published in his 
*Tilustrations of the genus Cinchona,” where, 
however, his description does not perfectly 
agree with his specimens. What I considered to 
be the same species was also collected by Spruce 
in August 1856, “ in Monte Campana prope Tar- 
poto, Peruviz orientalis.” Though Mr. Crose’s 
determination of it as ‘ C. crispa’’ may be disre- 
garded, yet that he may have collected the seed 
{s evident from the fact that one of the three 


Gried specimens be brought back with him ts this 
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very species. This is ticketed as follows: ‘‘No. 
3, C. species. In deep ravines on the Sierra de 
Campana and Koritroche. This species of cin- 
chona grows on steep banks of ravines in rather 
moist situation; it is frequently found in the 
mountains of Samora which lie eastward from 
Loxa and is sometimes collected by the wild In- 
dians which traverse that tract of country. 
This tree grows from 50 to 60 feet in hoight.”’ It 
is of this specimen that Mr. Markham writes: 
“Bark and leaves of C lucumeefolio of Pavon, 
from Zamora. This is the ‘ Cascarilla de hoja de 
lucma’ of the natives.’’ He adds, “Mr. Cross 
made no attempt to collect the seeds as this 
species is comparatively worthless ;’’ but be that 
as it may, the plant has clearly reached the Nil- 
giris. 

C. Mutisii, Lamb, appears to differ only in the 
leaves being smooth above, and probably ought 
to be combined withthe present species. To 
this is to be referred the figure of C. micrepbylla 
in Howard’s “ Illustrations,’’ which plate is a 
fair representation of the Dodabetta plant with 
the exception of the slight difference above 
mentioned. Howard’s plate of C. villosa is re- 
ferred to C. Humboldtianna by Triana, but can- 
not represent that species. This plant is clearly 
a near ally of C. carabayensis (Pahudiana) and is 
probably equally valueless ; it differs in its smal- 
ler calyx, much less conspicuous in fruit, its less 
hairy capsule,and its smaller thicker leaves 
which are rounded at the base instead of taper- 
ing, and stiffly hairy above as well as beneath 
even when fully grown; when dried, their mar- 
gins are strongly recurved. The large develop- 
ment of cork at Dodabetta is probably an acci- 
dental circumstance. a 


Santa Fe Bark.—The two surviving plants of 
this valuable cinchona are both at Dodabetta, 
one planted out in the lower part of the north- 
east side, the other stiil in a pot in the propagat- 
ing house. They are now 234 years old, and that 
planted out is about three feet high only. The few 
leaves they possess are peculiar and appear to 
indicate a species quite unknown to me. The 
figure in Howard's ‘‘ Quinology’’t 14 is a very 
good representation of them. Both Weddell 
and Trianna place the “Calisaya of Santa Fe”’ 
under C lancifolia; and in default of further ma- 
terial for comparison, here it must remain for 
the presenr. 

Carthagena Bark—There are seven plants of 
this permanently put out at Dodabetta and two 
at Naduvatam ; the latter are the more healthy 
and the larger is about four feet high. Numer- 
ous cuttings are in the propogating houses. 
There is also a fine plant in Sim’s Park at Coon- 
oor. Of the name of this handsome species I 
am quite ignerant; it has possibly never yet 
been defined or named. The leaves of seedlings 
and young plants are useless for comparisons, 
being frequently very different from those of 
adult trees ; in these plants they resemble those 
of micrantha more than any other species, The 
“ hard Carthagena bark” is usually referred to 
C. cordifolia. Mutis,a variable species with a 
very wide distribution in South America. Mr. 
Howard has suggested an affinity with C. purpu- 
rea, R & P., which to judge from the description 
and his plate seems to be probable. 


C, robusta.—I have given a sketch of the opin- 
ion which prevailed as to the plants I include un- 
der the above name up to the year 1880; and in 
portions detailed the successive views of Mr. 
Cross, Colonel Beddome, myself, Dr. Bidie, and 
the Kew authorities, I entered on the examina- 
tion of the Nilgiri trees with no strongly settled 
opinion as to their nature, though my Ceylon ex 
perience had more and more inclined me to look- 
upon them as hybrid forms rather than as one 
or more autonomous species. I found the forms 
presented to be just those so common in Ceylon 
plantations. Generally robust, well-grown trees, 
larger, hardier and healthier than either the offi- 
cinalis or succirubra among which they were 
scattered and often flourishing where neither of 
them can thrive. Botanically, there was the 
same range of variety, the extreme form in one 
direction, with its dark green, smooth shining 
leaves, closely approaching some of the large- 
leafed forms of C. officinalis, and that in the 
other direction with its larger, paler, thinner 
leaves more or less pubescent beneath so close 


to the hairy form of C. succirabra as to be often , 
\ 13s propagation of the delicate sorts by grafting 


with difficulty distinguished from it. Between 
these, as revards color and pubescence, were 
many intermediates, though undoubtedly, with a 
littls ingenuity, the whvle can be thrown into 
the two groups. ‘here are not many on Doda- 
betta (where are no succirubra), and these are 
nearly all of the glabrous sort, but on Naduva- 
tam they are much more numerous, and in parts 
both there and at Hooker plantation they stand 
out conspicuously above the more or less sickly 
and stunted kinds round them. 

As the chief of the test-points as to origin was the 
alleged occurance of a few “‘in the oldest plots” 
at Naduvatum,I particularly examined several. 
They are certainly growing in the plot planted in 
1862, and are of both the glabrous and pubescent 
kinds. They are also undoubtedly old trees, but 
that they form really a part of the 1862 planting 
cannot, I think, be affirmed with certainty. 
From the look alone I do not think it possible to 
say whether a given tree be tweuty years old or 
sixteen ; it is therefore necessary, in the present 
case, to see whether there are any grounds for 
supposing that the robusta trees may have been 
supplies put in to fill up vacancies in the original 
planting. With one tree this appeared to be the 
case, as it was clearly out of the line, but in two 
others there was certainly nothing in the sur- 
roundings to suggest that they were not part of 


the same plantipg as those around them, But 


the question is of such importance that it re- 
quires further examination. 

C succiru bra first flowered in 1863, but I have 
no evidence that U. officinalis did so before 1865. 
In that year, however, both spec‘es ripened seed, 
and in the next the majority of the young plants 
were being raised from seed. We have it on Mr. 
MclIvor’s authority that ‘‘in 1868 a number of 
hybrid seedlings were produced” and that ‘‘ the 
selected varieties were planted here and there in 
every way, soil exposure and elevation availa- 
ble.” Inthe same year, 1866, six hundred of 
the original trees planted out io "August and 
September, 1862, were cut down for their bark ; 
and though nothing is said as to the filling up of 
the gaps thus caused, this was certainly done, as 
is evident from the regularity of the existing 
plots. It is most likely to have been affected 
with the new seedlings ; two or three years later, 
Mr. MclIvor expressly states that “all the sup- 
plies are plants raised from seed.”” What there- 
fore more probable than that some of these 
“*hybrid seedlings,” which were planted ‘in 
every way avallable’’ should find their way into 
the 1862 plantations along with the other sup- 
plies in 1866-67. A search through the late Su- 
perintendent’s papers and the plantation records 
might very probably give much information as 
to this and other historical matters. He has 
stated that he always reckoned 30 per cent. of 
every year’s planting as failures to be subse- 
quently filled by supplies, a fact which the re- 
cent compilers of statistics of the plots seem to 
have scarcely fully realized. 


Uniformity Desirable.—I wish to add a plea for 
uniformity in nomenclature. It is very much to 
be desired that the same plants should bear the 
same names in India and Ceylon and elsewhere, 
and that obsolete, incorrect, or duplicate names 
should be abandoned. No less than three differ- 
ent Cinchonas are called “crispa” at Dodabetta ; 
it is rightly applied but to one, and that is so ill- 
defined that the name might well be dropped al- 
together. The various denominations bestowed 
un the hybrids may be entirely dispensed with as 
incorrect or misleading; magnifolia cuchi- 
cara, pubescens, villosa, etc. The glabrous and 
pubescent forms are now allowed on ali hands to 
be of similar nature, and a single name is suffi- 
cient. Those who are convinced of their hybrid 
character may use the descriptive title succirulro 
officinalis or the shorter name robusta, whilst 
those who atill think them an autonomous 
species of South America are bound to call them 
C. erythrantha. Of course Iam not speaking of 
barks; pianters,and merchants may give these 
what names they require, in the vernacular, but 
with those names the botanist, as a systematist, 
has nothing to do. 


Management for past six years.—It is to be 
feared that onthe whole, during the last few 
years, the conduct of the estates has not been 
altogether satisfactory. They have been man- 
aged too much with a view to revenue, and 
without that constant care and oversight which 
was (at any rate for many years) bestowed br 
the late Superintendent. I consider that both 
the plantations and the trees which have been 
over-worked. Though many trees have been 
trequently barked on Naduvatam and Hooker 
still appear healthy and cannot be said to have 
been much hindered in growth, yet,owing to the 
very imperfect renewal of bark—only in short 
strips or patches—it is now difficult to get any 
good samples or to practise the shaving method. 
I think that very many more trees should have 
been left untouched ; we have yet to learn the 
effect of removing the bark upon the longevity 
of the trees and the real life-history of cinchona 
in the East. The recent supplies or renewals do 
not appear to have been very successful, the 
number of failures being very large. No vigo- 
rous attempts tuwards increasing the specially 
valuable sorts ur the recent introductions have 
been made; even the Pitayo barks—obtained at 
such cost and trouble, and specially recommend- 
ed in 1878 by Government for further cultivatio 
—remain little more than curiosities, and no effoit 
to propagate the valuable Santa Fe has been 
made since Mr. Gross’ departure. Selection by 
cuttings or seed from the best of known analyz- 
ed trees (by which system, steadily persisted in, 
the Dutch in Java have so largely increased the 
value of their bark) has not been practised, nor 


on more hardy varieties carried on. I know 
from experience that seed has not always been 
carefully collected, and that there has been a 
good deal of contusion between ‘ pubescens” 
and succirubra. 


There are many questions of the greatest 
value to cultivators still pressing for solution. 
The range of difference in the proportions and 
quantities of the alkaloids in barks from trees of 
identical botanical type is very large, and the 
same is true of the plants raised from seed of a 
single tree. We know nothing of the causes of 
th-:e individual differences. There is even va- 
riation in analysis of bark raised from cuttings 
of one and the same tree; yet it has been shown 
that the stork har no influence on the alkaloids 
in grafted shoots. Itisthus clear that in the 
production of alkaloids the inherited nature of 
the trees is largely influenced by certain sur- 
rounding conditions, and these it is most impor- 
tant we shecid discover. Even the cause ef the 
increase of alkal ids in renewed bark is but lit- 
tle understood, and we probably are unable to 
avail ourselves of the fact tothe full extent 
The influence of age on alkaloidal composition 
in the various species is only guesse 1 at from ex- 
perience, but no series of analysis of selected 
trees at frequent intervals from the commence- 


wont of thels lives onwards is available, Those 
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are samples of the investigetions which onlyzan 
analyst resident on the spot and working with 
the Superintendent can hope to decide. 

All such researches, however, can only be 
properly varried on ina Government establish- 


ment, where the officers can devote themselves 
inaspirit of pure research to a work which 
must, of necessity be spread over many years. 
And I will add that it is to the Government of 
Madras that all who are interested in cinchona 
in any of its various aspects nesessarily look to 
take the lead. No other Government, in fact, 
will be likely to undertake it. In Bengal, the 
production of febrifuge at present engages the 
whole attention of the staff, whilst in Ceylon, 
the Government possesses no plantations and is 
in no position to expend public money without 
an immediate return. Itis true that from Mr. 
Moens in Java we have earned much, but even 
there the object has never beenrevenue. On the 
other hand it was Madras that was formerly in 
the front position. As the pioneer of cinchona- 
growing in India it preved that the best barks 
could be grown there, and initiated a great in” 
dustry. This it did as an experiment and with a 
judicious liberality at immense cost. The excel- 
lent system followed has, from fortuitous cir- 
cumstances, come to an end. Under the very 
favorable present condition, one cannot but ex- 
pect to see it revived. 








Soap-makers’ Department. 





Curd Soap 


The name curd soap is applied by the soap- 
maker to all soaps which have been boiled clear 
or settled from paste. According to the nature 
of the fats employed, the soap will be either 
hard or soft when freshly cut. A hard soap is 
obtained when a high percentage of stearine is 
used. Cocoa nut oil or palm oil, on account of 
the large quantity of caustic lye and soda with 
which they are capable of combining, give rise 
to softer soaps. 

The consumer generally judges the soaps dif- 
ferently. His idea ofa curd soap is, above all, 
a hard soap,which is dry and difficultly soluble, 
and not rapidly consumed in washing, like an 
inferior soap. These soaps, asa rule, are sup- 
plied to the dealers, fulling mills, &c., freshly 
cut or superficially dried, at low prices. Con- 
sumers, who have been in the habit of purchas- 
ing “clear boiled’ soaps cannot be satisfied 
with a soap in the preparation of which palm 
oil or cocoa nut oil has been used. There are 
only a few fats, which have already been in 
use for a long time, that can be made into a 
clear boiled curd soap by the old method of 
boiling. These are tallow, palm oil, and bone 
fat. 

One-third“tallow or palm oil and two-thirds 
bone fat are generally taken for the charge. 
When this fat is boiled with a soda lye of 12 to 
15 deg., or with alye made from caustic soda 
and 25 per cent carbonate of soda, boiling the 
paste for some time in order to completely 

saponify all fat, the soap will boil clear ina 
short time after it has been salted out, particu- 
larly in cases where the spent lye can be re- 
moved. In such asoap, when framed in large 
frames, the mottling can be produced by draw- 
ing with a rod, or it may be left to form spon- 
taneously. In shallow frames the soap deadens 
more rapidly, and remains uniformly white. 


The various fatsand fatty acids, which are 
lower or equal in price with bone fat, are now 
often used as substitutes; they are distilled fat 
from fulling, suint, sediment from oil tanks, 
Giatilled olive oil, horse fat, cottonseed oil and 
lard. These oils may all be used, in small pro- 
portion, in the manufacture of curd soap, es- 
pecially in winter, when the soaps appear 
harder. They cannot, howeyer, replace the 
bone fat in mottled curd soap, as they always 
have atendency to form fluid soaps. In pre- 
paring settled curd soaps, these fats are all uni- 
formly valuable, as they improve the appear- 
ance of the brittle palm oil and cocoa nut oil 


soaps. 
The two varieties of curd soap are still dis- 
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tinguished by denoting the soaps, boiling clear 
without the use of palm oil as simply “curd 
soaps,”’ while the others, in which a large per- 
centage of palm or cocoa nut oil are employed, 
are designated as “settled curd soaps.’’ Some 
of the first class are manufactured as special- 
ties,and may easily be mistaken for ivory at 
first sight. The fats used in the making of this 
soap haye never been kept secret. The best 
quality of Lagos palm oil, carefully bleached 
by heat, is not the kind of fat which will suit 
every manufacturer for soap making; still it is 
the only fat from which such a soap can be 
made. The method of preparation is very sim- 
ple, being much like the old German fashion of 
clear boiling. The bleached palm oil is boiled 
with a 12to 15 deg. lye, which, as is generally 
assumed, is not completely caustic. If it is 
true that the carbonates contained in these lyes 
are also separated in the precess of settling out, 
it cannot be changed. As long as there is a de- 
mand for this kind of curd soap, the manufac- 
turer will have to supply it. It is impossible to 
make a uniformly white, mild curd soap in any 
other way. 

The soap is usually poiled in a light, large 
round curd, which is “settled” with hot water, 
so as to allow all the impurities to settle. Such 
a soap if framed would craek, and be- 
come full of fissures. By settlizg, the excess of 
alkali is removed, and consequently carbonrte 
of potash is generally crutched into thesoap 
after it has been settled. Incase the soap is to 
remain uniformly white, so as to show no mot- 
tling, it is filled into frames about one foot in 
height. In large frames the soap is generally 
colored with vermillion mixed with alcohol.—

Marbled Paste Soaps. 


180 lbs. bleached palm oil, 90 Ibs. palm kernel 
oil, and 30 Ibs. cocoa nut oil are placed into the 
copper, and saponified with 310 Ibs. lye (15 deg.) 
over a slow fire ; then about 220 Ibs. of lye (22 
dcg.) are successively added, and after the paste 
has steamed for some time, dilute lye is added, 
until an alkaline taste is obtained. After this, 
about 30 Ibs. of salt are added to the clear paste, 
and after boiling for a time, 75 lbs. of water 
glass (38-40 deg.) diluted with weak soda lye, 
are also added. The soap is boiled, until a test 
on the spatula, breaks short,without drewing in 
threads, and shows a slight alkaline taste. Fin- 
ally the soap is left at rest for some time, the 
fire being remoyed 

In the meantime, 40 lbs. of tallow were boiled 
toacurd inasmall copper, and colored with 
bolus. 

The finished paste soap, after standing for 
several hours in the copper, is transferred to 
the frames and crutched until it becomes toler- 
ably thick; then the red curd is uniformly 
spread over it, and carefully crutched in. The 
soap prepared in this way, is soon ready for 
cutting, quite hard and,very much like an arti- 


ficial curd soap.—Seifenfabr.

Swiss, or Half Boiled Soaps. 
BY R. 8. CRISTIANI, 

Judging from the demand for recipes, form- 
ulasand new processes, one would suppose 
that very few manufacturers of soap were en- 
tirely satisfied with their processes. This is 
not surprising, for to boil a pan of soap prop- 
erly requires a great deal of experience, be it 
by the old time and well tried method of boil- 
ing and settling, or salting out, or by the newer 
and shorter process, which is the subject of my 
present paper. 

These soaps have heretofore been known as 
Eschweg soaps, as they are supposed to have 
originated there; but they have had other ti- 
tles, soto simplify matters I give them the 
title of Swiss soaps, as they were first made in 
that country to the best of my belief. In the 
first processes they were made almost entirely 
from cocoanut oil, as by experiment it was 
soon discovered that that oil had some peculi- 
arities differing from any other soap material, 
except it be palm kernel oil, which is identical 
though but lately coming into general use. 


These peculiarities were that they would not 
saponify in either weak or any strong lyes, and 
when a weak lye was used it required along 
boiling and evaporation to produce the soap. 
But when saponification began it proceeded 
very rapidly, andin very strong lyes the oil 
would separate and but little soap would form, 
but from lyes of medium or rather strong de- 
gree, containing a portion of carbonic acid or 
quite pure, a soap could be formed ina much 
shorter time than usual, either with boiling or 
without. Moreover, this oil would makea 
very white, waxy soap, and permit a very large 
portion of water to be added, together with 
common galt and numerous other chemicals 
usually usedin the filling or adulteration of 
cheaper soaps. All these properties have been 
availed of to produce a great variety of soaps 
more or less useful, and it was soon seen that 
these peculiarities were conveyed to many 
other oils andfats when combined in certain 
proportions with the cocoanut oil. Yet there 
was one serious objection to the use of this oii, 
asnoamount of previous purification or ma- 
nipulation would remove the peculiar rancid 
odor natural to these useful oils. Still, the 
many good properties possessed by them make 
them great, favorites on the Contiuent, and they 
therefore enter largely into many soaps and 
generally with advantage. 

In my writings for this journal 1 have 
avoided, from choice, giving a great many 
formulas for several reasons: First, because 
there are s0 many books that pretend to give 
allnecessary recipes for making all known 
kinds of soaps; and Secondly, because several 
practical men have called me the greatest “*the- 
orist in soaps in the country”—which, by the 
by, I consider quite an honor, and indeed am 
too modest to apply the title to myself. Yet I 
must while on this subject give an example of 
the process by giving a formula for a beauti- 
ful, white, translucent soap, which I shall style 
“Swiss Wax Soap” :— 


Lbs 

Cocoanut oil (good and white).............. 2,000 
Cottonseed oil “* ‘ives veeawegded 1,000 
Tallow oil my  pebseetesion . 800 
Caustic soda lye, of 25 deg. B................ 8,100 
This calculation of lye is made for 
a pure solution of caustic soda, making 


some allowance for the usual percentage 
of foreign salts, which in the lye of the 
present day is very slight, particularly 
with the [caustic soda made by the new am- 
monia process. The fatty materials are melted 





together, and carefully strained, and when at 

about the boiling point of water or over 200 

deg. F., one half of the lye is gradually poured 
in while the boiling is continued. Now, inas- 
much as the tallow, the cotton oil, and the 
cocoanut eil have each a different action in lyes 
of this strength, it will be advisable at this 
early stage to add afew bucketsfull of water, 
for two reasons, viz. because the tallow and the 
cotton oil should have a weaker lye at the first 
and because evaporation should be compensat- 
ed for by the addition of water as the boiling 
causes much loss. This boiling must continue 
steadily for three or four hours, or until the 
soap boils in large bubbles and shows a pretty 
clear paste, when the other portion of the lyo 
isadded in four different portions, that the 
boiling may not be interrupted, and after four 
hours more boiling the soap may be examined 
and show but a weak touch upon the tongue, 
theugh allowance must be made for the biting 
taste of the cocoanut oil, but to thoroughiy 
test it some must be removed and cooled upon 
a glass plate, when the sample will adhere and 
show a clear ring. The soap may be considered 
as finished when it ceases te foam and is nearly 
clear, and it boils inslabs or rosettes, a condi- 
tion known to all experienced soap boilers, the 
boiling producing a sound technically called 
talking. As the soap approaches a finish the 
steaming must be uninterrupted and the test- 
ing frequent, and when done be run into frames 
or a filling if needed to crutched in either be- 
fore or after framing. 

If the manufacturer has a modern and im- 
proved pan, with free and clean steam, the 
working can be somewhat modified, for with 
the free steam his fats and Oils can be melted, 
and the evaporation ofthe lyes be prevented 
by the natural condensation of the direct 
steam in the mass, which towards the finish the 
free steam can be shut off,and clean steam 
used to continue the boiling and evaporation 
to a finish. 

In the process described the result should be 
a clear white waxey soap suitable for many 
purposes, if pan ior a manufacturers soap if 
filled for a laundry soap, ete., etc. 

In this artiele the formula and process may 
seem clear, and indeed simple, but there is no 
class of soaps where experience is so important, 
for of the many who try these methods but 
few produce a perfectly satisfactory article, 
and although science and chemistry are a great. 
aid to all makers Of soap, a practical knowledge 
is often better, or at least more certain.

Chlorate 
of potash is a shade firmer on account of the 
advance in bleaching powder, while nitrate of 
soda is dull. Brimstone is steady though in 
light request at the moment. The other light 
chemicals are meeting with the usual jobbing 
demand, 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent has been in 
more request for shipment during the early 
part of 1884. Parcels avallable for prompt de- 
livery continue light. We are reported sales of 
100 tons to arrive at 155c and 50 tons spot at 
154@1 674c as to brand and quantity. High 
test is also a shade firmer, now held at 1 57 
15¢c as to test and quantity. 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent has been rather 
active; the low prices quoted seem to have 
brought forward some orders. We are reported 
sales of 150 tons at 13g4@1 4244c as to brand and 
quantity. High test is meeting with the usual 
jobbing demand at 1 40@1ce as to quantity. 

Newcastle soda ash 48 per cent, under cable 
advices of an active market abroad, is a shade 
firmer than when we last wrote, though prices 
for the present are without change.

TUESDAY EVENING,December 25, 1883. 

Business has been very quiet, not only on ac- 
count of the lateness of the season but the un- 
propitious weather has also interfered with 
trade. Very few sales have been made from 
first hands andin a jobbing way the business 
done has been confined to small parcels to eke 
out the year's requirements. The only change 

in values of consequence is a reduction of 4c 
in the price of bichromate of potash. 

The market for cutch has been rather easy 
by reason of the lack of demand. There is no 
disposition to take more than the smallest job- 
bing quantities although a round lotofSM 
could doubtless be sccured at 61¢c, though few 
holders would care to entertain an offer under 
63c, and 6c is the ordinary price for parceis 
ex store. Slab is still quoted at 644@6léc, and 
star Bat 6%c. There is a new brand in the 
market which is claimed to be of superior 
quality—W .* *—and which is held at7c. In 
small jobbing parcels, whichis at present about 
the only movement, }4c is realized over the 
above quotations. © 

There has been no movement in round lots 
from first hands, although a round lot has been 
offered} ex Victor, now unloading, at 65¢c. 
For lots ex store, 63497c is asked, according to 
quantity. The easier feeling isentirely due to 
the lack of demand, as the situation otherwise 
is favorable to holders. There is no change in 
the primary markets and no further sailings 
are reported. 

In indigo there has been a fair jobbing move_ 
ment, but no important sales have been made. 
The strong reports from the primary markets 
have no effect here, in fact, buyers appear to 
have very little confidence. Our later advices 
from Calcutta confirm previous reports, but 
give little that is now, and may be found on the 
page devoted to foreign market reports. 

Prime Sicily sumac remains in exactly the 
same position as reported heretofore and is 
fully as firm in price. There is rather more in- 
quiry, but we hear of no important sales. 
After the turn of the year a good movement is 
looked for as it is known consumers have near- 
ly exhausted their supplies. Further arrivals 
of 1,500 bags at Boston are reported, most of 
which goes into consumption. 

Turmeric is only in light jobbing request but 
prices are quite firm and stocks still light. We 
quote at 6@6i4c for Madras and Aleppo and 
5144@5%4c for Bengal. 

Chinese nutgalls have only the usual season- 
able jobbing call but are held steady at 18@22c- 
Blue Aleppo galls are steady and somewhat 
firmer by reason of light supply. We quote at 
K@l6Ke. 

Cochineal continues extremely dull not a sale 
of consequence being reported, while in a job- 
bing way the business has been smaller than 
for some time. There is very little disposition 
to buy even when holders offer conceptions, 
though few variations are made. 

Blood Albumen is unchanged in price and is 
steady, though there is now very little demand. 
A good outlet, however, is looked for after the 
new year opens, when it is probable that 
stronger prices will prevail as the present are 
said to be unremunerative. Egg is in the same 
position. 

Aniline colors have been very quiet as wag 
expected would be the case, most mills having 
completed their purchases for the balance 
of the year while some take this season to shut 
down for repairs. There isno change in values, 
Alizarine is quoted at $1 60 for 40 per cent. 

Bichromate of potash has been reduced in 
price to 13@13}4c, according to quantity, with 
the usual discounts. The demand has been 
rather slow but not more so than would natu- 
rally be looked for with the general trade quiet 
as itisat present. It isnot expeeted that the 
change in price will affect the demand. 

American prussiate of potash has had an or- 
dinary seasonable jobbing demand but no sales 
of importance are reported. Prices remain un- 
changed. Scotch is still held at 24%c but the 
sales are small. Red is dull and steady. 

Western corn starch has been in light request 
for home consumption with prices steady at 
3i4c for bbls and 3%%c for boxes. There is no 
demand for export, the price being too high as 
yet to warrant a movement in that direction. 
Potato is dull and somewhat nominal at 
5@5i4c. 

In dyewoods very little business has been 
done. A couple of sales of logwood are re- 
ported, aggregating about 300 tons, at prices 
showing no change from previous quotations. 
A lot of 130 tons of fustic was also disposed of 
at previous rates. Toward the close there was 
no inquiry. 

The trade in extracts has been small, as is 
usual at this season of the year, but some in- 
quiries have been made for delivery next year 
though no transactions are reported. Prices 
remain unchanged and are steady as follows: 
Sumac 6@8c; logwood,solid,744@séec as to quan- 
tity; liquid 51 deg 6}4@7c; 42 deg 514@s!4c; fustics 
solid, 12@l4c; indigo, 10@18c.

Adulteration of Dried Albumen. 


The adulterants generally used are gum, dex- 
trin, dried starch paste and sugar. According 
to the Pharm, Ltg. the presence of these, can 
be detected in the following manner: 5 gms. 
of the pulverized albumen are dissolved in 5c. 
c. of water, at the ordinary temperature. The 
best varieties will dissolve completely ; the in- 
ferior ones will leave a residue. If a residue 
remains, a little acetic acid is added, and the 
solution is filtered through silk. There remains 
on the filter, albumen which has been coagu- 
lated by excessive heat in drying, casein, starch 
flour and tissue. The casein is extracted with 
dilute caustic soda, and recipitated with acetid 
acid. It may then be dried and weighed. From 
the original aqueous solution, the albumen is 
separated by boiling, filtered, washed, dried 
and weighed; or it is burned with soda lime, 
and the albumen calculated from the amount 
of ammonia obtained, If the filtrate from the 
albumen, upon the addition of acetic acid or 
potassium ferrocyanide shows no turbidity, it 
is an indication of the absence of other albumi- 
noids in the solution. 

The solution is then tested for gelatin witha 
solution of tannic acid, if present it is precipi- 
tated. The filtrate is evaporated to small bulk 
and mixed with alcohol, when the gum and 
dextrin will be precipitated, while sugar, if 
present, remains in solution. ‘The alcohol is 
evaporated off from the solution, and the resi- 
due is heated with dydrochloric acid, the sugar 
can then be detec’ with Febling’s solution. 
The sugar yy also be determined, by direct] 
extracting a fresh portion of thealbumen wit 
alcbohol, and estimating with an alkaline solu- 
tion of copper tartrate. According to the 
“Analyst,” Liegler's test is sufficiently accurate 
for the printer. 2 ms. of commercial 
albumen are exhausted with 100 c.c. of cold 
water, and 10 cc.. of the clear solution are 
added to a boiling 20 per cent. alum solution. 
The coagulum which is washed, dried and 
weighed, should not contain more than 1 per 
cent. of alumina, The residue from an ethe- 
real extract, may alyo give some indications 
regersing the quality of the albumen. The 
ash, in unadultrated specimens, varies from 6.2 
—1.9 per cent., but is in no direct proportion to 
color and quality of the sample, under exami- 
nation.
